Ky  dear  3ir:- 

The  Executive  Conmittee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  Mus- 
eum and  School  of  Industrial  Art  has  had  brought  to  its'  attention  your  re- 
cent correspondence  with  the  Principal  of  the  School,  in  reference  to  the 
scholarship  you  desire  for  a  pupil  of  the  Koinan  Catholic  High  School,  and 
I  am  instructed  to  express  the  great  regret  of  the  members  of  the  Committee 
that  there  should  have  been  any  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  award  of 
the  scholarship. 

No  free  scholarships  have  evar  been  granted  by  the  School  of 
Industrial  Art  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education  or  to  the  governing  bodies 
of  any  other  schools. 

The  statement  in  the  Circular  of  the  School  of  Industrial  Art, 
that  "provision  for  free  instruction  in  this  institution  is  also  made  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Education  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia"  for  the  benefit 
of  pupils"  of  all  the  High  Schools",  is  quite  exact,  for,  while  such  pup- 
ils are  not  required  to  pay  for  their  tuition,  the  Board  of  Public  Sduca- 
tion  pays  the  School  of  Industrial  Art  the  full  fees  for  them  at  the  same 
rate  as  that  charged  other  pay  pupils. 

In  addition  to  the  free  scholarships  allotted  for  appointment 
by  the  Governor  of  the  State,  tlr©  cost  of  which  is  covered  by  the  State 
aprropriation  to  the  School,  the  Trustees  have  a  small  nxmber  of  scholar- 
ships at  their  disposal,  which  are  maintained  by  the  income  of  certain 
endowments  created  for  the  pvirpose,  and  these  are  the  only  "free  scholar- 
ships" vrhich  are  available  for  distribution  by  the  Trustees.   They  are 
awarded  from  time  to  time  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal  and 
faculty  of  the  School  to  such  deserving  students  as  may  appear  able  to  pro- 
fit by  the  instruction  offered,  but  the  granting  of  then  has  never  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  anyone  outside  of  the  School  of  Industrial  Art. 

An  examination  of  the  former  Principal's  letters  of  September 
29,  1897,  to  the  Rev.  II.  F.  Fisher  and  of  August  27,  1914,  to  the  Rev.  H. 
T.  Henrj'',  former  Rectors  of  the  Roman  Catholic  High  School,  to  which  you 
have  referred,  shows  that  the  Principal  was  in  a  position  at  the  date  of 
writing  to  av;ard  one  or  tv^o  of  these  endowed  scholarships  to  the  young 
men  recommended  by  the  former  Rectors,  but  he  had  no  authority  to  confer 
pCTver  upon  anyone  else  to  fill  the  scholarships  for  these  or  any  subsequ- 
ent years.  ■.  ■ 

Since  the  opening  of  the  present  school  year  one  of  the  School's 
free  scholarships  already  awarded  has  been  sxirrendered,  and  it  gives  me 
much  pleasure  to  inform  you  tliat  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal 
and  Faculty,  this  scholarship  has  been  awarded  for  the  cvirrent  year  to  the 
pupil  of  your  School,  whom  you  have  proposed,  and  on  reporting  to  the  Prin- 
cipal he  will  be  furnished  with  a  certificate  of  his  admission  to  the  School*

"  Early  in  December  the  Association  of  Arts  and  Industries 
in  Chicago  invited  the  Principal  of  the  School  to  speak  at  a 
dinner  meeting  of  that  Association  and  its  friends,  on  topics 
concerning  the  growth  and  developmen't  of  this  school  and  its 
relation  to  industry  and  commerce.

own  choosing  and  without  any  assistance  or  criticisms,  exempli- 
fying in  its  completion  his  idea,  his  taste  and  his  ability  in 
the  subject  of  his  graduation.   This  plan  is  comparable  to 
the  thesis  idea  in  college  requirements. 

During  December  Dr.  and  Lady  Grenfell  called  at  the 
school  to  make  arrangements  for  instruction  in  Design  for 
the  head  of  the  Weaving  department  of  the  Grenfell  Mission.  " 
There  was  a  unanimous  feeling  that  a  scholarship  should  be 
given  to  the  young  lady  who  is  doing  this  work  in  the  Mis  sion.

A  stated  meeting  of  the  Gouimittee  on  Instruction  was 
held  at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Thursday,  April 
6th,  1933  at  4  o'clock. 

Those  present  were  Mr.  Stokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Goxe, 
Mrs.  Nichols,  Mrs.  Rhoads,  and  Messrs.  Brown  and  Jenks  and 
the  Principal. 

The  first  matter  given  consideration  by  the  Principal 
in  his  monthly  report  was  the  question  of  balancing  the  Art 
School  budget  for  the  next  scholastic  year.    He  pointed  out 
that  in  order  to  balance  the  budget  it  was  .  ecessary  to  reduce 
the  amount  annually  allocated  to  salaries  of  the  faculty  of 
the  Art  School.     He  recommended  that  this  amount  could  be 
reduced  by  dropping  a  few  of  the  younger  instructors  and  by 
having  the  remaining  instructors  take  over  this  work  and  in 
some  cases  by  cutting  salaries  to  equalize  compensation 
received  by  teachers  doing  comparable  work. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  various  items  making 
up  this  serious  and  important  part  of  balancing  the  Art  School 
budget,  upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted; 

Resolved  that  the  pension  of  Miss  Helen  Fox,  be  reduced 
from  i^l,300.  per  annum  to  $1,000.  per  annum. 

Resolved  that  the  budget  of  estimated  receipts  and

The  Lecture  Hall,  Mr.  Warwick  said,  is  badly  in  need  of 
modern  equipment  to  carry  on  school  lectr^re  work.   The  present 
screen  is  a  roller  screen  -  old  and  rumpled  -  and  should  be  placed 
by  a  permanent  one.   A  new  light  should  be  installed  on  the 
lecture  desk  as  well  as  a  small  time  clock  and  a  mirror,   A 
flashing  system  from  the  Lecturer  to  the  operator  of  the  slides 
should  also  be  installed.   He  estimated  that  the  total  cost 
of  making  these  changes  would  amount  to  approximately  $50. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  7/as  resolved  to  approve 
the  changes  in  the  Lecture  Hall,  recommended  by  the  Principal 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $50.,  payment  to  be  made  fro.-n  the 
John  T.  Morris  Fund. 

Mr.  V/arwick  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the  Committee 
the  question  of  providing  smoking  rooms  in  the  school  building. 
He  pointed  out  that  in  times  like  these  it  is  more  or  less  the 
general  custom  for  persons  of  the  age  of  our  students  to  smoke; 
the  question  of  providing  a  suitable  place  where  this  privilege 
may  be  exercised  should  be  considered.    At  present,  the  only 
place  they  are  supposed  to  smoke  is  in  the  courtyard  but  in  cold 
and  inclement  weather,  smoking  is  indulged  in,  in  the  lavoratories, 
basements  and  locker  rooms.    The  great  danger  attached  to  this 
practice  is  that  when  the  studsnt  sees  an  instructor  or 
janitor  approach,  he  quickly  throws  the  lighted  cigarette  away 
without  regard  to  where  it  might  land.   Obviously  the  fire  risk 
is  greatly  increased. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted:     Resolved  to  recommend  that  the  girls  rest  room  be 
transferred  to  the  faculty  room  and  that  the  former  be  divided 
into  two  smoking  rooms,  one  for  the  boy  and  the  other  for  the 
girl  students. 


Mr.  Warwick  reported  that  Helen  Dodge,  a  student  in  the 
Art  Department,  who  had  paid  her  last  year's  tuition  and  attended 
school  from  September  1927  to  October  23,  1931  could  not  finish 
because  of  her  mother's  illness.    She  has  to  her  credit  :|p86, 
for  tuition  paid  for  1932-1933,     Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it 
was  recomxiended  that  the  $86.  be  credited  to  her  tuition  for  the 
school  year  of  1933-1934. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Principal  was  authorized 
to  purchase  a  cabinet  for  Lantern  Slides  at  a  total  cost  of 
approximately  $165,,  payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T.  Morris 
Fund, 

The  Principal  then  discussed  a  plan  for  a  series  of 
exhibitions  to  be  given  next  year  in  the  exhibition  hall  of  the 
school.    He  planned  to  devote  an  entire  series  to  the  work  of 
important  alumni,  pointing  out  that  very  few  people  realize  the 
high  standard  of  our  graduates  and  the  leading  part  they  take  in 
the  field  of  industrial  art.    The  exhibitions  would  begin  with 
the  John  F,  Braun  Collection  of  Joseph  Pennell's  drawings  followed 
by  an  exhibition  comprising  the  works  of  such  graduates  as:

He  plans  to  conclude  the  exhibitions  with  a  general  exhibition  of  the 
work  of  alumni  in  May,  followed  by  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the 
work  of  our  students. 

Upon  the  comclusion  of  Mr,  7/arwick's  report  the  question 
of  discipline  was  brought  before  the  meeting.    It  was  pointed 
out  that  as  the  majority  of  our  students  are  being  trained  to 
enter  the  field  of  industrial  art,  they  will  come  into  immediate 
contact  with  the  discipline  of  time.    At  present,  it  was  disclosed, 
both  student  and  instructor  seem  to  come  and  go  to   their  classes  at 
their  own  convenience.   It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  a 
School  of  Industrial  Art  is  remiss  if  it  does  not  give  the  student 
some  idea  of  the  restrictions  imposed  upon  him  when  he  leaves  school 
and  enters  upon  his  professional  work  and  that  the  best  course  in 
the  matter  of  attendance  is  the  one  used  in  most  colleges  and 
universities,  that  of  calling  the  roll. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  that  the  Principal  be  directed  to  issue  the 
necessary  instruct!  ons  to  members  of  the  faculty  and  to  the  students 
that  beginning  at  once,  roll  shall  be  called  at  9  o'clock  by  the 
in_structor  in  charge  of  the  room  or  his  assistant  and  a  report 
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made  to  the  office  of  the  Principal  of  those  who  are  absent 
and  the  the  student  who  comes  to  school  after  9:30  will 
have  to  get  permission  from  the  Principal's  office  to 
enter  his  class. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  that  the  Principal  be  directed  to  inform  the 
members  of  the  faculty  that  they  are  expected  to  be  in  their 
classes  the  entire  time  of  the  days  for  which  they  are  engaged 
and  that  they  are  not  permitted  to  leave  the  school  during 
such  days  without  the  approval  of  the  Principal, 

The  report  of  Mr.  France,  Director  of  the  Textile  School, 
was  presented.    Mr.  France  pointed  out  that  the  Textile  School 
has  introduced  in  the  Night  School  a  course  in  "Microscopy  of 
Textile  Fabrics"  and  that  the  school  is  continuing  to  give  its 
students  a  thorough  fundamental  training  in  the  textile  field. 

The  Chairman  reported  that  there  were  several  vacancies 
in  the  Committee  on  Instruction  and  reported  that  he  had  approac 
Messrs.  Charles  Willing  and  Oscar  E.  Mertz  with  the  idea  of  thai 
becoming  members  of  the  Committee.    It  was  the  consensus  of 
opinion  that  Mr.  Willing  and  Mr.  Mertz  would  be  very  acceptable 
members,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  notify  Mr, 
Willing  and  Mr.  Mertz  of  their  appointments. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend 
that  the  vouchers  for  the  month  of  March,  1933,  as  presented 
by  the  Assistant  Treasurer,  be  approved. 

The  meeting,  upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  then 
adjourned.

A  stated  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  was 
held  at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Thursday,  May  4, 
1933,  at  4  o'clock. 

Those  present   were  Mr.  Stokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Logan 
Mrs.  Nichols,  Mrs.  Rhoads,  Messrs.  Borie,  Jenks ,  Mertz,  Willing 
and  the  Principal. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  April  6,  1953  were 
approved. 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  books  purchased  by  the 
money  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund  had  been  placed  up.n  a 
special  shelf  in  the  library.    Those  dealing  with  modern 
phase  of  industrial  art  caused  a  great  deal  of  interest  and 
have  been  consulted  in  large  number  by  th:-  students. 

The  general  attendance  to  classes  and  better  adherence       '* 
to  discipline  are  quite  noticeable. 

The  Fashion  Show  was  held  at  the  Ban;.ers'  and  Manuf actureis' 
Club,  April  20th,  before  crowded  audiences.    The  Principal 
said  that  as  he  had  been  appointed  quite  late  in  the  second  part 
of  the  school  year,  there  was  little  he  could  do  beyond  making 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  carrying  the  Fashion  Show 
through  as  originally  planned.    He  pointed  out  that,  in  his 
opinion,  the  occasion  of  the  Fashion  Show  should  be  more  than  a 
mere  display  of  costumes;  that  it  should  be  dramatized  in  such 
a  way  as  to  make  it  an  outstanding  artistic  achievement.   To 
ac:iomplish  this,  he  intends  to  enlist  the  services  of  the 
various  departments  of  the  school  to  make  the  show  a  school 
project.    A  scenario  will  be  worked  out,  the  stage  setting  and 
lights  decided  upon,  and  a  related  musical  progra  ime  selected. 
The  Princ.pal  said  that  he  would  submit  to  the  Committee  a  detailed 
report  of  his  idea  next  Fall, 


The  catalogue  of  the  School  is  well  under  way  and  should 
be  ready  for  distribution  in  about  tan  days. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  hold  the  attendance  the 
School  now  has  for  next  year  and  to  increase  it  from  outside 
sources.    The  Principal  has  had  the  instructors  of  the  major 
classes  meet  with  the  first  year  class  on  successive  mornings. 
At  the  first  meeting  he  explained  the  general  working  design  of 
the  school.    His  talk  was  followed  by  instructors  who  explained 
the  work  as  it  was  presented  in  their  classes  and  the  opportunities 
for  gainful  eraployment  open  to  the  student  upon  graduation. 
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The  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  Alumni  of  the 
School  will  be  held  in  the  exhibition  rooms  of  the  School 
beginning  May  8th  and  will  continue  for  two  weeks.

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the  meetings 
of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  fee  held  on  the  fourth  V/ednesday 
of  the  month  except  the  months  of  July  and  August. 

The  Chairman  submitted  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Brovm  as  a  member  i 
of  the  Committee  on  Instruction. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  resign  tion  of  Mr..  Brovm  v/as 
accepted  with  sincere  regret. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  there  was  a  vacancy  existing  on 
the  Committee  and  suggested  Mr.  Stanley  Hart  he  appointed  to  fill 
this  vacancy.   It  was  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  Mr.  Hart  would 
make  an  acceptable  member.

The  vouchers  showing  payments  made  from  June  1  to  ■upust31   1933 
were  submitted  to  the  Committee   and  approved  for  payment."      '      ' 

The  Assistant  Treasurer's  Cash  Report  for  the  three  months' 
period,  June  1  to  August  31,  1.33  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

The  i-rincipal  reported  that  in  balancing  the  School  Budget 
last  June  for  the  School  year  1933-1934,  it  was  estimated  that  there 
would  be  a  decrease  in  attendance  of  approximately  20%.       This  estimate 
was  based,  not  only  upon  the  financial  conditions  now  prevailing   but 
also  upon  the  fact  that  the  number  of  scholarships  to  be  awarded'to 
the  School  by  the  Department  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
were  cut  in  half.    Instead  of  receiving  twenty  eight  City  Scholarships 
for  the  year-,  the  School  will  noi  receive  more  than   twelve.   The 
rate  of  registration  to  date  is  such  that  not  only  will  the  School 
receive  in  tuition  the  a  .ount  of  income  estimated  but  Dossibly  an 
amount .almost  equal  to  that  of  l^st  year.

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It  will  be  r8call3d.,  the  Principal  said,  that  the 
Co amittee  on  Instruction  voted  last  June  to  make  a  change 
in  the  personnel  of  the  Costume  Design  Course.   Miss  Baird 
and  Miss  West  were  notified  that  they  were  not  to  be  re- 
engaged for  this  academic  year.    In  June,  the  Principal  was 
successful  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Althea  Lilian 
Rickert,  Assistant  tothe  President  of  kVilliam  Openhym  and  Co. 
of  N3W  York,  to  serve   in  the  capacity  of  Supervising  Head  of  the 
Costume  Design  Course  and  Miss  Hilda  L.  Orth  as  her  associate  and 
Miss  Jimily  Raff  els  as  Miss  Orth's  assistant. 

Miss  Rickert  will  be  the  New  York  advisor.   She  will  keep 
Miss  Orth  informed  of  the  latest  style  developements  from  New 
York  and  Paris,  and  will  cone  to  the  School  the  l^st  Monday  of 
each  month  to  criticize  and  pass  on  the  work  of  the  students. 
Miss  3icke:^'t  will  also  write  a  report  to  Miss  Orth  each  week  as  to 
the  Ipstest  developements  in  the  fsshion  world;.   Miss  Orth,  selectf 
by  Miss  Rickeft  and  the  Principal,  from  a  number  of  candidates, 
will  head  the  department  under  Miss  Rickert' s  supervision. 

Miss  Raffels,  a  member  of  the  1931  class  of  the  School,  who 
has  gained  recognition  in  the  field  of  design  in  Ner  York,  will  be 
Miss  Orth's  assistant. 

In  coiumenting  on  the  qualifications  of  the  instructors  of  th£ 
new  Costume  Design  Course,  the  Principal  pointed  out'  that  Miss 
Rickert  was  a  graduate  of  Smith  College  with  a  degree  of  B.  A. 
and  jf  the  University  of  Chicago  with  the  degree  of  M.  A, 
where  she  majored  in  textiles.   Her  academic  experience  includes 
being  head  of  the  j^nglish  Department  of  the  Frisn  ds '■  School  in 
Washington,   For  four  years  she  was  Advertising  Manager, 
Publicity  and  Sales  Director  for  Department  Stores  and  Chain  Storei 
She  was  Fashion  Director  for  L.  Bamberger  aad  Company  and  Arnold 
Constable.    She  was  buyer  for  "Carolyn  Modes",  a  National  Trade 
Marked  Dress  for  s?omen  and  Misses  and  Head  Designer  for  "Garland 
Dress".   Simultaneously  with  the  above  experience,  Miss  Rickert 
has  been  President  of  National  Style  Council  and  a  member  of  the 
Style  Goiamittee  of  Wool  Institute,  of  Silk  Association,  of  Cotton 
Institute,  of  National  Retail  Dry  Goods  Association  and  of  Textile 
Color  Card.    The  School  will  obtain  the  services  of  Miss  Riclcert, 
as  outlined  above,  for  $900,  for  thj  academic  year. 

Miss  Orth  attended  the  Detroit  Art  _chools  and  the  Traphagen 
School  of  Fashion,   For  several  years  she  was  -head  of  the  Vogue 
Pattern  Service  and  Director  of  Dressmaking  charts.   Her   academic 
experience  comprises  being  instructor  of  Dressmaking  of  the 
Y.'  W,  C.  A.  of  Stanford  Conn,,  and  as  head  of  the  Costume  Design 
Department  of  the  Traphagen  School  of  Fashion  from  which  position 
she  cams  to  the  School,   She  has  also  done  considerable  work  as  a 
free  lance  in  fashion  illustration.    Miss  Orth  will  teach  four 
and  one-half  days  and  two  nights  a  week  for  $2,700, 


Miss  Smily  Raff els,  assistant  to  Miss  Orth,  upon  her 
graduation  from  the  School  in  1331,  took  a  position  with 
Storyk  Brothers  as  Dress  Designer.   Shw  was  with  Best  and 
Company,  Sales  Department,  both  in  New  York  and  Atlantic  City, 
Later  she  had  her  own  studio  in  Philadelphia  where  she 
designed  dresses  for  New  York  Manufacturers  and  did  custom 
dre  :jsmaking .    Miss  Raffels  will  teach  four  and  one-half  days 
and  two  nights  a  week  for  an  annual  salary  of  ^^900. 

The  total  amount  of  expenditure  of  the  Costume  Design 
Course,  as  reorganized,  will  amount  to  $4,500,  annually,  the 
amount ■ provided  for  in  the  Budget.    This  amount  compares 
favorably  with  the  Budget  of  $5,250.  provided  in  previous  years 
for  this  same  course  with  only  two  instructors. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Althea  Lilian  Rickert,  Miss  Hilda  L.  Orth  and  Miss  Emily 
Raffels  for  the  respective  salaries  outlined  by  the 
Principal  were  approved. 

The  other  additions  to  the  Faculty,  as  reported  by  the 
Principal,  are  as  follows;  Mr.  Henry  Pitz  has  been  engaged  to 
conduct  a  class  in  Imaginative  Figure  composition,   Mr'.  Pitz 
has  illustrated  over  sixty  books  and  his  work   has  appeared 
in  the  following  magazines:  St.  Nicholas,  John  Martin's 
Book,  Scribners,  G-ood  Housekeeping,  "v7oman's  Home  Companion, 
Gountrr  Gentleman,  American  Boy,  etc.   His  work  is  represented 
in  the  collections  of  the  Los  Angeles  Museum,  the  New  York 
Public  Library  and  the  Vanderpool  Galleries  in  Chicago.  Mr, 
Pitz,  who  will  teach  one  day  a  week,  will  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  ^990,   Mr.  Pitz's  appointment  and  salary  were 
approved  by  the  (Tomraittee  and  by  the  Board  at  their  respective 
June  meet  ings, 

Mr.  Clyde  Shuler,  whose  appointxiient  and  salary  were  also 
approved  at  the  June  ipeeting'.  has  taken  over  the  class  in 
Pageantry  and  Stage  Craft.   Mr.  Shuler  will  have  charge  of  the 
designing  and  general  arrangements  of  the  Fashion  Show.  Mr. 
Shuler  comes  to  the  School  with  the  following  achieve.aent  s  to 
his  credit:   After  graduating  from  the  School  of  Industrial  Art, 
he  studied  architecture  at  the  Beaux  Arts  in  Philadelphia.   He 
was  employed  by  William  Price  in  connection  with  the  designing 
and  building  of  the  Hotel  Traymore,  Atlantic  City.   For 
several  years  he  was  engaged  in  the  Interior  Decoration  Depart- 
ment in  John  V/anamaker  Department  Store.   Mr,  Shuler  worked 
with  Ralph  Bencker,  assisting  in  the  designing  of  Rittenhouse 
Plaza  Hotel  Apartments,  innumerable  Office  and  Bank  Buildip.gs 
Horn  and  Hardart  Restaurants,  Pe  nsylvania  Building,  Sesqui 
centennial,  N.  W.  Ayer  Co.  Building,  Phila,  State  Theatre 
Building,  etc.    Recently  he  has  done  special  styling  in 
industrial  design  and  interior  design  in  the  contemporary  style. 


He  has  always  ^een  a  student  of  the  contemporary  theatre, 
devising  shadow   plays  in  pure  color  v/hich  were  produced   ' 
in  Philadelphia  and  elsewhere.   He  has  wrii:ten,  coordinated, 
designed  and  dir3cted  small  produc  t '.  ons :  staged  and  produced 
pantomines  with  dancers,  designing,  lighting,  fihoregraphy, 
etc.   Mr.  Shuler  will  teach  one  day  a  week  at  an  annual 
salary  of  ;|990. 

The  Committee  on  Instruction  and  Board  of  Trustees  had 
directed  that  t.,e  Principal  secure  the  services  of  an 
Instructor  in  Furniture  Design,   The  Principal  reported  that 
he  had  been  successful  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr,  SdwiD 
Austin  tTalton  for  the  position  at  an  annual  salary  of  ;|495, 
for  one  day  a  week,   Mr.  Vv'alton  worked  for  three  years  with 
Mantle  Fielding,  an  architect,  remodeling  old  houses.   He  was 
employed  by  J.  3,  Van  Sciver  and  Company  designing  both 
furniture  and  interiors.    He  served  as  a  decorator  for 
C.  A.  Doring  Furniture  Company  and  was  with  Mr.  Mowitz  for  th 
years  designing  every  grade  and  type  of  furniture  for  factory 
production  as  well  as  special  work^^for  hotels  and  colleges. 
He  has  also  done  free  lanc'e  designing  for  a  number  of  factor!

Mr.  Horter,  in  outlir 
his  course  to  the  Principal,  informed  him  that  he  could  gitre 
the  student  the  classic  art  as  far  as  they  wished  to  go  and 
the  modern  as  much  as  they  can  stand.   Mr.  Horter  has  been 
engaged  to  teach  one-half  day  a  week  at  an  annual  salary  of 
$495. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recoaneu 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Earl  Horter 
for  one-half  day  a  week  at  a  yearly  salary  rate  of  .|495. 

The  Course  in  Instrumental  Drawing  and  Perspective,' 
introduced  in  the  Preparatory  Class  this,  year,  is  being 
taught  by  Mr.  Zieget.  As  the  Preparatory  Class  numbers 
nearly  100,  it  was  found  necessary  to  divide  the  course  into 
two  sections.    This  division  of  the  class  not  only  limits 
the  time  but  brought  up  new  considerations.    The  Principal' 
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that  he  had  spokan  to  Mr.   Stokes  about  chis  situation  and 
it  was  decided   to  h^Ye    I.Ir .  Ziaget  teaoh  instrumental 
drawing  to  one  section  and  procure  the  services  of  Mr.

The  Principal  said  he  can  procure  the  services  of  Mr, 
Walton  for  this  course  at  an  anr.ual  compensation  of  .|330. 

This  item  of  expense  is  not 
included  in  the  budget  but  it  is  within  the  income  we  will 
receive  ;his  year  due  to  increased  registration.

Board  of  Trustees  that  the  action  of  the  Principal  in  authorizing 

the  expenditure  of  .^200.34  in  excess  of  the  budget  appropriation 
for  advertising  the  3vening  Glasses,  be  approved. 

The  planning  of  courses  in  the  JiJvenins  School  has  involved 
some  additional  expense,  Mr.  Rushton  who  was  chosen  to  take  care 
of  the  Beginne:-s  drawing  in  the  iSvening .  School,  has  taken  additional 
work  in  the  Life  Glass  besides  two  afternoons  of  Fashion  Illustratioi 
in  the  Day  School  without  any  increase  in  salary.   Th i  Fashion 
Illustration  course  was  put  into  the  curriculum  at  the  last  moment 
to  hold  the  Gostume  Design  students,  many  of  whom  refused  to  return 
to  the  School  if  they  had  to  continue  in  tke  straight  Costume  Design 
Course.    They  had  become  discouraged  with  the  instruction  they  had 
been  receiving  under  Miss  Baird  and  Miss  'Jest. 

As  Mr.  Hushton  has  taken  on  this  extra  work  without  additional 
pay,  thQ  Principal  said  he  would  like  to  relieve  him  of  his  night 
v7ork  and  substitute  Mr,  Merrick  in  the  course  of  drev/ing  in  the 
Beginners  Class  of  the  Night  School.

The  total  additional  expenditure  not  authorized  by  the 
Budget,  in  other  words,  amounts  to  ■;!3,035,    As  the  estimated 
minimum  additional  income  over  that  estimated  last  year  v/ili  be 
^6,000,,  it  is  obvious  that  these  additional  expenditures  can  be 
made  without  unbalancing  the  budget. 

Mr.  Brodovitch  left  in  July  for  France.   The  Frinc  pal 
reported  that  he  had  returned  September  19th  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Country  under  the  non-quota  status.   He  can  now  become  an  American 
citizen.    Mr.  Brodovitch  requested  during  the  summer,  the  full 
advance  of  his  salary,  approved  by  the  Committee, 

Under  ordinary  circumstances  he  v/ould  not  receive  any 
salary  until  December  1st.

The  minutes  of  the  raeeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  September  27th,  were  approved. 

The  vouchers  showing  payments  made  from  Seiatember  1  to 
October  1,  1S33,  were  submitted  to  the  Committ ee' and  aoproved 
for  payment. 

The  Assistant  Trsasurer's  Cash  Report  for  the  month  of 
September,  1933  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

In  the  absence  of  LIr.  V/arwick,  the  Principal,  who  was 
sjrving  on  the  jury  for  judging  miniatures  for  the  32nd  Annual 
Exhibition  of  Pennsylvania  Society  of  Miniature  Painters,  the 
Principal's  report  was  read  by  the  Secretary.    The  Principal 
stated  that  arrangements  have  been  made  with  42  students  for  the 
payment  of  their  tuition  in  installments  for  the  first  semester, 
li:'33-li}34.    At  the  beginning  of  the  School  year  the  maximum 
amount  of  tuition  not  paid  was  $4,936.50.    The  Assistant 
Treasurer  has  collected  to  date  ^2,895.50  which  leaves  a  balance 
of  g52,091.    This  balance,  with  the  exception  of  :;?30.  ,  is 
payable  on  or  before  December  15th,  1933. 

At  this  time  last  year,  the  School  had  advanced  to  stud-nts 
from  the  Student  Loan  Fund  -32,455.  or  $364.  more  than  the  School 
has  agreed  to  accept  in  installments.    This  year  there  has  been 
no  such  loans  made.   The  original  amount  of  the  Student  Loan 
Fund  was  -36,000.  _  Last  year  at  this  time  the  Fund  amounted  to 
approximately  $2,o00.    By  March  first  of  this  year,  the  entire 
Fund  was  exhausted.     The  Principal  reported  that  the  Assistant 
Treasurer  has  been  able  to  collect  -$1,441.  in  back  tuition  f^es 
which  amount  has  beon  added  to  the  fund.  ' 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,   the  Committee  approved  the 
arrangements  made  with  the  42  students  for  the  laayment  of 
their  tuition  in  installments  for  the  first  semester,  1933-1934. 

The  following  students  have  been  registered  without 
payment  of  tuition,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee: 

Kathryn  Hunt  has  been  granted  a  Scholarship  of  -^250. 
and  Douglas  warner  has  been  granted  a  Scholarship  of  :!j240.  ,  upon 
the  request  of  the  Governor  of  Pj an syl vania.    It  will  be  nec- 
essary to  reimburse  the  School  for  these  tuition  fees. 
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your  of  the  students  now  holding  :^150.  scholarshi  ps  at 
the  School  from  the  Board  of  Jlducat.on  of  Philadelphia  oannot 
raise  the  money  to  pay  the  balance  of  their  tuition  fees. 
In  a  conference  with  Mr.  Stokes,  it  was  decided  to  try 
and  make  arrangements  whareby  the  student  will  retain  his 
City  Scholarship  and  pay  as  much  as  he  can  of  the  $100, 
Funds  to  the  amount  of  :^250,  will  be  needed  to  cover  these 
payments :

The  total  amount  of  funds  necessary  to  make  up  the  bala 
of  the  tuition  fees  for  students  registered  amounts  to  $740, 
This  sum  may  be  paid  by  one  of  the  following  arrangements: 
First,  and  preferrably,  to  raise  this  amount  by  voluntary 
contributions  outside  the  School.    Second:  Transfer  the 
$740,  from  the  Student  Loan  Fund,  reducing  this  fund  to  $700, 
Third:  Transferring  $740.  from  the  probable  school  surplus 
to  tuition  fee  payments.    This  method  is  not  recommended 
for  a  numb jr  of  reasons.    In  the  first  place,  the  probable 
surplus  is  established  from  tuitions  paid  by  students. 
Making  up  the  payments  from  these  tuition  fees  amounts,  in 
effect,   to  a  tax  on  the  paying  students.    Second,  this 
method  opens  a  door  to  a  great  many  abuses,  encouraging 
the  registration  of  a  great  number  of  students  who  would 
allege  that  they  cannot  pay  the  tuition.    The  Principal 
thought  that  this  arrangement  would  have  a  demoralizing 
a  'feet  on  the  student  who  does  pay,  and  v7ould  discourage 
early  registration.    He  strongly  recommended  against  this 
procedure.    Both  the  Assistant  Treasurer  and  the  Secretary 
feel  about  this  as  the  Principal  does. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommen 
that  the  $740.  necessary  to  pay  the  tuition  of  the  six 
students  registered  in  the  Art  School  be  transferred  from  the 
Student  Loan  Fund. 

The  following  students  have  requested  refunds  on 
tuition  paid:    Jack  Lewis,  who  attended  J7he  School  three 
days,  requestes  a  refund  of  $57. 

Charles  Maleson,  who  attended  the  School  nine  days,  requests 
refund  of  $52, 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommenl 
that  a  refund  of  $57,  be  granted  Jack  Lewis  who  attended  the  I 
Art  School  three  days  and  a  refund  of  $52.  be  granted  Charles 
Maleson  who  attended  the  Art  School  nine  days,  | 

As  reported  last  year,  in  ord3r  to  balance  the  budget, 
many  jf  the  Instructors  took  larger  classes  as  well  as  extra  ; 
time  at  the  same  salary.    This  was  done  on  the  basis  of  a 
20. J  decrease  in  attendance.   Instead  of  so  great  a  decrease 
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in  attendance,  the  School  has  approximately  the  same  registration 
at  this  time  as  it  had  last  year.    In  most  instances,  doubling 
up  of  the  clF.  ses  has  worked  to  good  advantage. 

In  the   case  of  Miss  Hall,  however,  many  of  her  classes 
are  larger  than  she  could  possibly  manage  adequately.   On 
Tuesday  she  has  33  students  in  the  morning  and  42  in  the  afternoon; 
on  ?riday  she  has  90  students  in  the  morning  and  65  in  the 
afternoon  and  on  Saturday  morning  she  has  75  students. 

In  order   to  relieve  Miss  Hall  of  this  great  teaching 
responsibility  and  at  the  same  time  provide  adequate  instruction 
to  the  students,  the  Principal  was  forced  to  provide  Miss  Hall 
with  an  Assistant.    Hiss  Grace  Horcross,  a  graduate  of  the  School 
is  at  present  assisting  I;Iiss  Hall  all  day  Tuesday  and  Friday, 
and  Saturday  morning  at  an  annual  salary  rate  of  .;)500. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  to 

the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  appointment  of  Miss  G-race  Norcross  as 

assistant  to  I.Iiss  Hall,  instructor  in  Drawing,  at  an  annual  salary 
rate  of  $50  0. 

The  Principal  reported  that  Mr.  ilarl  Horter,  now  on  the 
School  Staff,  was  h-.ving  an  exhibition  of  his  ditchings.  Aquatints 
and  Drawings  at  the  Print  Glub.    Mr.  Bonte,  the  Art  Critic  of 
the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  in  writing  of  the  exhibition  said: 
"iiarl  Horter  in  the  estimation  of  many,  is  Philadelphia's 
foremost  worker  in  the  Graphic  Arts." 

The  Principal  announced  that  five  students,  graduates 
of  the  Advertising  Design  Coarse,  have  obtained  positions  with  the 
W.  .7.  Ayer  Advertising  Agency. 

The  Principal  submitted  an  estimate  of  reconditioning  the 
Lecture  Hall  of  the  School,    He  pointed  out  that  the  Lecture 
Hall  serves  very  inadequately  its  purpose  through  improper 
ventilation  and  badly  designed  lights.    The  entire  Lecture  Hall 
could  be  reconditioned  to  serve  its  purpose  adeuuately  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $1,200. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  plans  for  reconditioning 
the  Lecture  Hall  were  laid  on  the  tsble  until  the  next  mooting 
of  the  Committee  on  Instruction. 

The  Principal  submitted  preliminary  skotches  for 
reconstructing  the  main  Hall  of  the  School.    The  consenus  of 
opinion  of  the  Committee  was  that  the  Hall  of  the  School  should 
be  reconstructed  and  the  Principal  was  instructed  to  consult 
with  Messrs.  Borie,  Mertz,  Willing  and  Zantzinger.

The  proposed  alterations  for  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the 
School,  discussed  at  the  October  meeting,  was  brought  before 
the  Committee.    The  Principal  reported  that  Mr.  G-eorge  G.  A. 
Barbour,  Supe  ::'int  endent  of  the  Museum,  had  submitted  an 
estimate  for  reconditioning  the  Lecture  Hall,  including  adequate 
ventilation  ,  at  a  total  cost  of  $1,220.    This  estimate  included

ducts  and  syphon  ventilators. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recom.mend  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  Principal  be  authorized  to  proceed 
with  the  work  of  reconidt ioning  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  School  at  a

The  Principal  announced  that  he  had  consulted  v/ith  Mr.  Stokes 
in  regard 'to  Dr,  Arthur  Udwin  Bye  giving  a  series  of  Lectures  on  the 
History  of  Painting,  a  subject  Dr.  Bye  kno?7s  so  well.   The 
Principal  felt  that  the  importance  and  need  of  a  series  of  such 
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lectures  were  very  great.   The  students  should  not  graduate 
from  the  3chool  without  knov/ing  something  of  this  important 
branch  of  art,  especially  the  students  of  the  Teacher 
Training  group.    Dr.  Bye^s  lectures  would  include  the 
various  backgrounds  of  the  great  schools  of  painting  as  well 
as  the  achievements  of  the  artists  who  made  these  periods 
a  heritage  to  our  present  generation.   Dr.  Bys  would  start 
in  February  and  vrould  give  fifteen  lectures. 

On  Kotion,  duly  seconded,  it  .as  recomnended  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  authorize  the  engage;nent  of  Dr.  Bye  to 
give  a  series  of  fifteen  lectures  on  the  Histor3/  of  Painting, 
beginning  in  February  1934,  at  a  compensation  of  ^pl5,  a 
lecture. 

Last  year  when  the  budget  was  balanced,  Mr.  '.Vence  took  a 
very  drastic  cut  in  his  salary,   Mr.  .Vence  has  general  super- 
vision and  charge  of  the  Art  School  building.   He  is  engaged 
every  day   and  three  nights  a  week.   The  Principal  recommended 
that  his  cut  be  restored  $5,  a  week,  beginning  December  1.

Having  splendid  cooperation  with  the  teachers  of  the  first 
and  second  j^ear  draTring  classes,  the  Principal  is  able  to  experinent 
and  try  out  new  ideas  with  surprisingly  helpful  results.   He  has 
decided  to  introduce  the  life  model  in  the  Preparator;^  class  several 
t  i  .;.e  s  during  th^-  second  semester  in  order  to  make  the  entrance  into 
the  second  year  life  less  abrupt. 

The  drav/ing  course  in  the  first  and  second  years  is  very  alive; 
their  study  of  line,  mass,  proportion,  action  and  solidity  is 
achieved  through  the  use  of  models,  both  head  and  figure; 
imaginative  dr-r.v/ing,  working  from  memory  and  abstract  construction. 

This   work  is  presented  from  man;,"  angles  in  an  effort  to 
stimulate  the  student  to  intense  ob  serv --.ti  on  and  to  develop  the 
power  of  analj-'sis  and  critical  judgment. 


An  extremely  interesting  phase  of  their  v/o  rk  is  the  constant 
recording  in  sketch  books  of  emotional  and  visual  reactions  of  the 
students'  everyday  life,   St  .dents  bring  in  every  week  from  50  to 
100  sketches  made  o.ut  of  class.

Mr,  France  announced  that  he  had  been  persuaded  to  serve 
as  Industrial  Advisor  to  the  Industrial  Advisory  Board  on  no 
less  than  four  of  the  textile  codes;   '.Tool  and  '..'orsted,  Upholstei 
and  Drapery,  Silk,  Velvet  and  Plush,  Upholstery  Trimmings,  etc. 
Any  dispute  that  cannot  Be  fairly  adjusted  by  the  Authoritive 
Board  of  these  various  Codes,  as  to  quality,  is  to  be  referred 
to  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School,  whose  decision  is  final.

January  24,  1934. 


A  stated  meeting  of  the  Cori.nittee  on  Instruction  was  held  at 
the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Stra.^ts,  '.Vednesday,  January  24,1934,  at 
4  o'olook. 

Those  present  were  Mr.  Stokes,  in  th;  chair,  M-'S.  Coxa, 
Mrs.  Logan,  Mrs.  Nichols,  Mrs,  Patterson,  Mrs.  Rhoads,  Messrs. 
Hart  and  Mertz. 

The  rainutis  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  December  27,  1933,  were  approved. 

The  vouchsra  showing  payments  made  from  December  1,  2)933  to 
January  1,  1934,  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  approved  for 
payment. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer's  Cash  Report  for  the  month  of 
December  1933,  was  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  repairs  in  the  Lecture  Hall 
were  about  completed.   The  first  lecture  was  held  in  the  new 
auditorium  last  Monday.    With  the  lower  ceiling,  the  acoustics 
are  much  improved.    Considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  the 
alterations  was  made  possible  through  the  employment  of  labor 
from  the  Civil  Works  Idministra t ion.   The  cost  of  materials  will 
be  included  in  the  next  report  of  the  Principal.    This  year 
the  following  rooms  have  be  in  redecorated:

,/ith  the  exception  of  the  Exhibition  Hall,  the  painting  in  th< 
above  mentioned  rooms  was  done  by  painters  furnished  by  the  Civil 
Works  Programme  of  Unemployment  Relief.   Only  the  materials  were 
furnished  by  the  School.   It  is  proposed  to  paint  the  7/oodworking 
Room  and  Mr.  Copeland's  room,  both  of  which  are  in  a  deplorable 
cond  it  ion, 

im 
The  Principal  stated  that  it  may  be^possib-e,  under  the 
present  financial  conditions,  to  put  into  effect   the  plans  and 
ideas  ha  has  been  working  on  for  the  improvement  of  instruction  in 
the  School.    There  are,  however,  certain  essential  changes 
involving  the  expenditure  of  additional  funds  that  must  be  made  if 
the  School  is  to  maintain  its  scholastic  standing.   The  School 


is  being  run  on  a  most  economical  basis.   How  far  these  plans 
will  be  carried  out  will  be  better  known  when  the  time  comes  to 
balance  the  budget  for  next  year.    It  may  be  that  every 
effort  will  have  to  be  put  forth  to  hold  the  improvements  already 
made  in  instruction.   It  would  be  tragic  to  attempt  to  do  less. 

In  relation  to  this  idea,  the  Principal  announced  that 
he  was  anxious  to  use  the  services  of   Mr.  Pitz  and  Mr.  Horter 
to  the  best  advantage  of  the  students.   In  checking  up  on  the 
registration  he  found  that  the  course  in  Illistration  and 
Advertising  Design,  ace  ount  for  6O/0  of  the  2nd,  3rd  and  4th  year 
students.   The  remaining  40;^  is  divided  among  -he  other  five 
courses. 

As  the  situation  stands  at  present,  students  not 
satisfied  with  the  way  the  Illustration  Course  in  given,  and 
still  wanting  instruction  in  that  subject,  have  only  one 
alternative,  Advertising  Design.    The  same  condition  applies 
to  the  Advertising  Design  students.   If  this  latter  course 
does  not  appeal  to  then,  they  have  only  one  recourse,  to  take 
Mr.  Oakley's   course  in  Illmstrat ion.    The  Principal  felt 
that  in  order  to  meet  adequately  the  present  situation,  it  was 
desirable  to  institute  a  course  which  wouldcome  half  way  between 
these  two  extremes,  -   a  course  called  Pictorial  Design.   This 
course  would  be  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Pitz  assisted  by  Mr. 
Horter.   As  a  matter  of  fact  many  of  our  best  students  have 
continued  in  the  School  because  they  could  be  given  rosters 
built  around  such  a  course. 

In  order  to  handle  a  course  of  this  character  for  the  . 

balance  of  the  year,  the  Principal  recommended  that  Mr.  Pitz  1 

be  engaged  to  teach  an  extra  half-day  for  the  second  semester  1 

beginning  February  1  (17  weeks),  at  the  rate  of  $15.  a  week  or  j 

$225,  for  the  second  se.riester.  j 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  thai! 
Mr.  Pitz  be  engaged  for  an  extra  half-day  for  the  second  semeste:| 
beginning  February  1,  a  period  of  17  weeks,  at  $15.  a  week  or  ; 
a  total  compensation   for  the  extra  half -day  of  $225,  \ 

The  Principal  said  that  he  felt  that  instruction  in  oil  , 
painting  in  the  second  year  was  desperately  needed.  This  course, 
should  be  designed  from  the  standpoint  of  approach  to  the  technit, 
of  oil  painting  and  v/ould  give  the  students  a  technical  under-  ] 
standing  of  oil  medium,  preparing  them  for  advance  work.      -   j 

He  also  announced  that  the  course  in  Design  needs  changes  f|i 

revision,  and  th-^.t  he  would  like  to  arrange  to  have  Mr.  Coprlandi 

give  more  time  to  Water  Colour  Painting.   These  changes  he  will 
discuss  at  a  later  meeting  in  more  concrsta  form. 

The  Principal  had  the  pleasure  of  announcing  some  time  ago 
that  two  members  of  the  faculty,  Mr.  Pitz  and  Mr.  Horter,  were 
awarded  prizes  in  the  Philadelphia  Water  Colour  ilxhibition.  It 
was  with  equal  pleasure  that  he  reported  that  Miss  Gertrude  Sche 
of  the  school  Staff,  had  won  the  j^ioise  Egan  Prize  of  $100, 


in  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  National  Association  of  V/oraen 
Painters  and  Sculptors  in  the  Fine  Arts  Building,  New  York. 

Miss  Katharine  Phy  who  registered  in  the  ilvening  Course 
in  Life  Drawing  finds  that  her  teaching  plus  the  i;vening  School 
work  is  too  much  for  her  to  carry.

■Upon  motion,  duly  s  conded,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Assistant  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania the  tuition  fees  of  students  registered  in  the  coordinated 
course  in  Teacher  Training  amounting  to  $1,770, 

In  keeping  with  the  plans  he  made  last  year,  the  Principal 
accepted  an  invitation  to  attend  an  all  day  college  conference 
at  the  Cheltenham  High  School,  on  February  16th,  to  talk  to  those 
stud>5nts  who  are  interested  in  art  as  a  profession.   He  also  spoke 
on  the  subject  of  the  School  and  its  Relation  to  Industrial  Art,  to 
the  women  of  the  Haddon  Fortnightly  Club  of  Haddonfield,  N.  J,, 
which  organization   sends  a  scholarship  student  to  the  School  each 
year. 

The  Principal  submitted  a  plan  for  a  five-year  coordinated 
course  in  Design  in  cooperation  with  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  leading  to  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  that 
the  five  year  coordinated  course  in  Design  between  the  Pennsylvania 
Museum  of  Art  and  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  of  the  University  of 
P  nnsylvania,  leading  to  a  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  be  approved. 

Finally,  the  Principal  presented  Mrs.  H.  B.  Nelson's  request 
for  the  privilege  of  giving  a  note  payable  on  or  before  May  25th, 
1934,  in  payment  of  the  second  semester  tuition  for  her  daughter, 
Adelaide,  amounting  to  $1S5,     The  Principal  felt  that  this  was 
a  worthy  case  and  should  be  approved. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Principal  v/as  authorized 
to  accept  the  note  of  Mrs.  H,  B.  Nelson  in  payment  of  the  tuition 
fee  for  the  second  semester  for  her  daughter  Adelaide,  amounting 
to  $125, 


The  report  of  Mr.  France  was  read  by  the  Principal. 


Mr. 


France  stated  that  progress  of  the  student  body  has  been  maintai 
both  in  the  day  and  evening  schools:    that  machinery  repairs, 
general  up-keep  of  appliances,  shafting,  hangers,  motors,  etc. 
are  receiving  the  usual  attention. 

The  staff,  as  well  as  employees  of  the  Textile  School,  had 
their  'innual  Ghristmas  dinner  at  the  Bankers'  and  Llanuf acturers* 
Glub  on  December  22.    Inasmuch  as  the  incoming  year  1934  would 
round  out  fifty  years  of  the  Textile  School's  existence  as  well 
as  Mr.  France's  connection  with  the  School,  it  was  decided  that 
instead  of  thi  usual  festivities  to  feature  the  occasion  of  the 
half-century  anniversary.    The  Director  spoke  at  the  Ghristmas 
dinner  on  the  birth  of  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  ,  and  the 
manj''  problems,  technical  and  otherwise,  that  have  confronted  it. 

Two  letters  were  read,  one  from  Wm.  A.  P.  McKnight  and  the 
other  from  The  Hellwig  Silk  Dyeing  Company  indicating  the  high 
regard  in  which  ths  School  and  i.ir.  France  are  held  by  the 
textile  trade.    Mr.  France  wrote  that  such  letters  were  typical 
of  several  that  had  been  received  recently,  indicating  quite 
clearly,  that  the  various  phases  of  the  textile  industry  are 
realizing,  as  never  before,  how  really  important  and  indispensab 
the  School  has  become  to  them.   This  was  brought  out  very  keenly 
at  the  "Code"  hearings  in  V/ashington.   One  of  the  most  skilled 
and  dependable  of  the  Deputy  Adiinistra t ives  is  a  former  graduat 
of  the  School, 

Mr.  Hart  spoke  generally  on  the  high  regard  the  Phila- 
delphia School  is  held  by  members  of  thetextile  industry.

The  Catalogue  of  the  Art  School,  the  Principal  stated,  had 
been  largely  rewritten.    It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Edward 
Stern  and  Company.    Galley  proofs  have  been  corrected  and 
returned  to  the  printer.   From  all  indications  the  catalogue 
will  be  ready  for  distribution  by  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Instruction  Committee, 


The  collection  of  lantern  slides  for  giving 
lectures  at  the  School  is  not  adequate,  the  Principal 
reported.    He  feals  that  the  lantern  slides  should 
be  systemtically  built  up,  •   In  speaking  with  Mr, 
Kimball,  the  Principal  found  that  the  Museum's  photo- 
graphic department,  which  has  been  supported  mainly 
by  the  sale  of  photographs  over  the  counter  at  the 
Museum,  has  -about  used  up  all  its  available  funds.   It 
is  therefore  impossible  for  Mr.  Whitenack,  the  photo- 
gi'apher^to  make  the  necessary  slides  for  the  School 
without  financial  assistance.   The  Principal  has  arranged 
with  Mr.  Whitenack  to  make  slides  at  a  price  lower  than 
they  can  be  procured  from  commercial  firms.   By  buying  the 
slides  from  the  Museum,  not  only  would  the  School  save 
money  but  would  help  the  Photographic  Department  of  the 
Museum  as  well.    The  Pri-ncipal  recomaended  that  $300.  be 
appropriated  from  the  John  T,  Morris  Fund  to  cover  this 
expenditure. 

On  motion,  dui^/  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to 

recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  an  appropriation 

of  §300.  for  the  purchase  of  lantern  slides,  payment  to 

be  made  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund  Income. 

It  was  with  pleasure  that  the  Principal  called 
the  attention  (bf  the  Committee  to  the  splendid  assis- 
tance he  has  received  from  the  Associate  t!o:imittee 
of  Women.    Through  thsir  generosity,  six  of  the  students 
of  the  School  have  received  financial  assistance  in 
paying  their  tuition.   Without  this  help  these  students, 
who  are  all  in  high  scholastic  standing,  could  not  have 
continued  their  studies.   The  students  are  deeply 
grateful  and  have  expressed  their  appreciation  both 
personally  and  by  letter. 

Since  the  last  meating,  the  Principal  has  visited 
the  following  Institutions  and  Clubs  in  an  effort  to 
increase  tke  attendance  for  next  year:   The  Chester 
County  Art  Association,  at  West  Chester,   Lower  Meri on 
High  School,  Cheltenham  High  School,  Cermantown  Art 
Association  and  the  Art  Association  of  Southern  New 
Jersey,    As  the  School  work  for  this  year  is  drawing  to 
a  close  the  Principal  must  devote  more  time  to  the 
business  of  the  School.   He  will,  therefore,  not  aacept 
many  more  invitations  to  talk  to  outside  organizations 
unless  they  bear  definitely  upon  the  acquiring  of  new 
student  s. 

He  feels  too  that  the  consideration  and  attention 
given  to  the  Alumni  Association  has  reacted  most  favour- 
ably to  the  best  interest  of  the  School,   There  is  little 
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doubt  that  the  School  receives  more  students  through  the 
recoramendat  ions  of  the  graduates  than  in  any  other^way. 

In  a  competition  sponsored  by  the  R.  J.  Sderer  Thread 
Company  of  Philadelphia,  a  design  for  an  ensemble  submitted 
by  Miss  Dorothy  Diehl,  a  junior  student  in  the  Gostume 
Design  Course,  was  selected  and  ia  now  on  display  at  the 
John  Wanamaker  Store.   In  another  competition,  two  designs 
submitted  by  PZathryn  Thayer  and  Kathryn  Holdman,  of  the^ 
Costume  Design  Course,  ware  manufactured  into  garments 
a...d  are  on  sale  in  the  Junior  Llisses  Department  of  John 
Wanamaker ' s  Store, 

The  Principal  announced  that  considerable  progress 
is  being  made  in  the  plans  for  using  the  moving  picture 
camera  to  the  best  aducationsl  advantage.   Mr.  Eric  Knight 
the  cinema  critic  for  the  Philadelphia  Ledger,  has  visited' 
the  School  at  the  Principal's  reijuest.   Mr.  Kni.-ht  and  the 
Principal  have  gone  over  the  situation  regarding  the  use  of 
the  moving  camera  in  the  drawing  classes.   Mr.  Knight  has 
offered  to  give  all  possible  assistance  :j  the  students 
without  great  expense  to  the  School. 

From  the  publicity  angle,  I,Ir.  Zieget  placed  an  article 
on  an  interview  with  Mr.  Pitz  on  "The  Use  of  the  Moving 
Picture  in  Figure  Drawing"  in  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer, 
The  Christian  Science  Monitor,  the  Art  Digest  and  otier 
publioat  ions. 

It  was  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Principal  announced 
that  in  this  year's  A^.nual  Exhibition  of  Paintings  held  at 
the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts,  Mr.  Joseph  Hirsh,  who  was 
graduated  fi->om  the  School  in  June  1931,  won  the  "Lippincott 
Prize  for  Figure  Painting." 

At  the  January  meeting  the  Principal  reported  the 
practical  completion  of  the  Lecture  Hall  and  he  stated  then 
that  he  would  have  the  complete  figures  on  the  cost  of  the 
remodiling  for  this  meeting. 

The  original  estimate  passed  by  the  Com.:iittee  called 
for  an  expenditure  of  $12§0.   The  actual  completed  cost  was 
$1,328.87,  an  excess  of  ^108.87.    The  difference  can 
be  accounted  for  largely  in  the  advance  in  price  of  the 
ventilating  system  which  occured  after  the  estimate  was 
submitt  ed. 


Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommerd 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  approval  of  the  action  of  the 
Principal  in  expending  an  additional  sum  of  $108,87  in 
connection  with  the  remodeling  of  the  Lecture  Hall. 


The  first  project  approved  for  work  under  the 
Civil  Works  Administration  has  been  completed.  The 
Principal  reported  that  he  had  submi.ted  a  second 

project  for  painting  the  outside  of  the  building  and 
several  classrooms.   The  total  amount  that  the  School 
would  be  compelled  to  expend  is  $646,67  but  the  School 
would  receive  in  return,  labor  to  the  value  of  $3,648, 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  project  submitted  to 
the  Oivil  Works  Administration  for  painting  the  outside 
of  the  School  building  and  several  classrooms  involving 
an  expenditure  of  approximately  $645,67  was  recomriended 
to  the  Board  for  approval. 

The  Principal  also  submitted  a  list  of  deferred 
payments  to  be  made  by  C--rtain  students  for  their  second 
term  tuition. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  arr-angemtns  made 
for  the  deferred  payments  of  tuition  were  approved  by 
the  Go  mm  i  1 1  e  e , 

The  following  students  find  it  impossible  to  pay 
their  tuition  for  the  balance  of  the  School  year 
1933-34:   Clara  Louise  Campbell,  $50,  and  Redman  Sargent 
$10. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to 
recommend  that  the  Principal  be  authorized  to  pay 
the  balance  of  tuition  of  dara  Louise  Campbell  and 
Redman  Sargent,  amounting  to  $60.  from  the  Student 
Loan  Fund. 

Plans  for  next  year  may  involve  certain  changes 
in  the  Faculty.   It  is  difficult  to  state  exactly  what 
they  will  be  at  this  time.   The  Principal   feels,  however, 
that  to  notify  members  of  the  Faculty  of  their  dismissal 
at  this  time  would  upset  the  School  and  would   ha  ve  a 
demoralizing  effect  on  their  teaching.   On  the  other  hand, 
to  be  fair  to  the  teachers  the  Principal  has  spoken  to 
those  instructors  who  have  not  paid  attention  to  the 
policy  of  the  School  as  laid  down  by  this  Co::imittee.   The 
attitude  of  several  of  the  members  seems  to  be  one  of  in- 
difference.  Not  only  has  the  Principal  spoken   to  the 
offenders  but  last  Fall  sent  a  letter  to  every  instructor, 
as  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Instruction,   requesting 
them  to  be  in  attendance  at  thsir  classes  for  the  hours 
for  which  they  are  engaged.   He.  also  wrote  to  members  of 
the  Faculty  that  they  v/ere  engaged  only  on  a  monthly  basisJ 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it   was  resolved  that  the 
Principal  be  directed  again  to  notify  each  member  of  the 
Faculty  that  they  are  engaged  on  a  strictly  monthly  basis, 
that  all  obligations  of  employment  expire  May  31,  19  34, 
and  that  appointments  for  tiie  academic  year  1934-35, 
even  on  a  monthly  basis,  will  not  be  made  until  the  June 
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meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction. 

Th3  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  read  by  the 
Principal,   Mr.  France  rsported  that  the  high  standard  of 
attendance  at  both  the  Day  and  Night  Schools  has  been 
maintained.   He  also  mentioned  that  one  of  the  army  o_'ficers, 
a  graduate  of  the  School  ,  has  designed  and  pref ected  what 
is  known  as  an  "Army  Blanket",  quite  difTerent  from  the 
blanket  that  has  been  in  use,     The  G-o-vernment  thought 
so  wel_  of  the  blanket  that  it  has  had  it  patented.   He 
also  announced  that  donations  for  the  month  of  January 
amounted  to  -$74, 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned 
to  view  the  exhibition  of  working  models  of  stage  sets, 
of  designs  of  theatrical  costumes  and  other  phases  of  the 
art  of  stagecraft  and  c j stume  design.

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Jenks  presided.

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Gom..iittee  on  Instruction 
held  February  23th,  1934,  w^re  approved. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer's  Cash  Report  for  the  month  of 
February  1954,  was  read  and  ordsred  to  be  filed. 

The  vouchers  showing  payments  made  from  February  1  to  March 
1,  1934,  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  a  proved  for 
payme  nt. 

The  Secretary  read  a  com  unication  from  Wagner- Taylor 
Company,  the  Corporation's  Insuranc j  Brokers,  to  the  effect  that 
the  Standard  Workinen's  Compensation  endorsement  which  is 
attached  to  the  Corporation's  policies,  specifies  that  the 
Company  assumes  the  public  liability  of  the  insured  employer 
under  the  V/orkmen's  Compensation  Act  of  Pennsylvania,  and  that 
it  applies  without  exception  to  all  employees  who  are  subject

The  Principal  reported  that  in  the  coming  month,  arrangement 
will  be  made  for  the  Fashion  Show  t d  be  held  at  the  Bank 3rs  and 
Manufacturers  Club  on  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  May  4th,  1934, 
He  mentioned  a  misfortune  that  occurred  to  Miss  Rickert  who  heads 
the  course.

He  was  happy  to  report, 
however,  that  when  Miss  Ric  ert  was  here  the  Saturday  before  her 
accident  he  went  over  the  details  pertaining  to  the  Fashion  Show 
and  formulated  plans. 

As  stated  earlie_'  in  the  year,  it  is  the  endeavour  of  the 
School  to  make  this  year's  Fashion  Show  an  artistic  presentation  ■ 
as  well  as  a  fashion  showing.   To  do  this,  may  entail  a  little 
more  expanse  than  last  year.    The  additional  expense  will  not 
be  very  great  but  will  be  necessary  for  the  stage  set  that  has 
been  designed  by  members  of  Mr.  Shuler's  class  suggesting  Banff 
as  the  setting  and  the  background  for  the  costumes  that  are  to 
be  shown;  also,  for  additional  lighting.   It  will  be  necessary

to  rent  a  spot  £nd  color  lights  to  interpret  the  effects  of 
morning  ,  afternoon  and  night,  the  thz'ee  episodes  in  whicr  the 
Fashion  Shov/  will,  this  year,  be  divided.    The  Principal  said 
that  he  has  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Eanry    3lkan  and  members 
of  the  Philadelphia  Orchestra,  whc  "ill  wjrk  out  a  musical  program 
that  vrill  be  carefully  coordinated  with  the  general  scenario  of 
the  Show. 

The  Principal  devoted  the  remainder  of  his  rsport  to 
certain  aspects  of  a  schedule  of  courses  for  next    year.       He  stated 
that  as  near  as  possible  he  was  working  on  a  schedule  which 
should  be  adopted  by  the  School,  if  it  is  to  maintain  the  leader- 
ship in  Industrial  Art  which  he  believes  the  School  can  and  should 
achieve.   Ho;7  much  of  this  Schedule  will  be  possible  to  put  into 
execution  at  tiiis  time,  will  depend  upon  the  estimated  income  of 
the  School  Budget. 


The  n  .v  course  of  Pictorial  -llxpression  under  the  dirjction 
of  Mr,  Pitz  and  Mr.  Horter  will  be  announced  in  the  new  catalogue. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  course  will  materially 
aid  in  holding  the  upper  Glas-=;men, 

The  subject  of  oil  painting  in  the  school  is  not  very  stron.g. 
As  the  course  now  stands,  the  fundamentals  are  not  even  touched 
upon  except  in  a  rather  vague  way.   To  correct  this  condition,  the 
Principal  proposed  to  introduce  in  the  second  year  a  course  in 
the  technique  of  oil  painting  of  a  scientific  and  fundamental 
approach.    This  course  should  be  given  by  Miss  Sehell.   Miss 
Schell  is  one  of  our  outstanding  teachers  in  drawing  and  the  winner 
this  year  of  the  3agan  Prize  of  the  National  Association  of  Women 
painters.    She  is  qualified  to  handle  this  subject  both  from  the 
standpoint  of  an  artist  and  of  an  experienced  teacher.   This 
arrangement  would  take  tv/o  afternoons  a  week  of  Miss  Schell' s  time 
which  is  now  devoted  to  drawing  and  would,  therefore,  make  it 
necessary  to  engage  an  assistant  to  take  c-ire  of  these  tv;o  classes. 
Such  an  assistant,  the  Principal  feels,  can  be  secured  for  #330, 
for  the  scholastic  year. 

The  Principal  thought  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  change  in 
the  instruction  in  the  painting  class  of  the  third  and  fourth 
years.    This  subject  is  of  great  importance  and  is  not  being 
sat isf ac torially  taught.   The  Principal  reported  that  he  has  in 
mind  as  an  instructor  for  this  course,  a  person  such  as  Mr.  Franklin 
G.  Watkins,  winner  in  1932,  of  the  International  Carnegie  Prize. 
Mr.  Watkins  has  had  experience  in  te-'.ching  and  would  mal:e  a  desirable 
addition  to  the  faculty.    His  services  can  be  secured  for  five 
one-half  days  each  week  for  the  sum  of  :$2,475, 
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If  this  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Interior 
Design  Course  be  made,  it  would  leave  Mr.  Gopelsnd  free 
to  teach  Water-Colour  Painting.    At  present  the  subject 
of  the  technique  of  water-colour  Painting  is  now  well 
organized  in  the  curriculum,  although  it  is  one  of  the 
most  used  mediums  in  the  School,   The  Principal  would 
like  to  have  the  teaching  of  this  technique  of  water- 
colour  rendirihg  started  in  the  first  year,  when  the 
school  covers  so  much  that  is  fundamental,  and  the 
application  of  this  technique  applied  during  the  second 
and  third  years  to  advanced  compositions  and  renderings. 
At  present  the  student  struggles  along  with  water-colour 
without  ;iuch  direction  or  understanding.   He  often  forms 
habits  of  dry  ugl  e  water-colour  rendi^ring  the  first  year 
that  are   difficult  to  discard  later. 

The  course  in  stage  design  and  marionettes  has  made 
splendid  progress  this  year  and  has  a  large  registration. 
To  carry  on  the  work  along  these  lines  next  year  will  take 
all  of  Mr.  Shuler's  time.   The  Principal  recommended  that 
Mrs.  Helen  S.  West  be  engaged  for  a  half-day  each  week  to 
take  care  of  the  Costume  Design  and  rendering.   Mrs.  West 
is  highly  professional  in  her  work  and  would  be  of  the 
greatest  assistance  in  many  of  the  outside  activities  of  the 
School  and  of  the  Associate  Committee  of  YTomen.   Her  services 
can  be  secured  for  $330.  for  one-half  day  a  week  for  the 
scholastic  year. 

The  importance  of  the  teaching  of  Design  in  a  school, 
the  character  of  ours, can  hardly  be  over-estimated.   It  is 
so  fundamental  and  probably  the  most  difficult  in  rela  tJion 
to  all  of  its  varied  aspects.   It  is  f  -ilt  that  in  the  first 
year  the  subject  of  pure  design  should  be  taught,  stressing 
the  study  of  Balance,  Rhythm  and  Harmony;  the  sense  of  order 
through  balance,  repetition  and  sequences,  and  representative 
and  abstract  forms  of  design  satisfying  given  areas,  etc. 
For  those  specializing  in  the  subject  of  design,  the  principles 
studied  in  the  first  year  should  be  continued  and  gradually 
be  applied  to  problems  of  industrial  design,  not  only  in  two 
but  also  in  three  dimensions.    The  Principal  feels  that 
an  advanced  course  in  design  should  be  required  of  students 
in  other  courses.   This  course  should  be  kept  in  the  field 
of  pure  design,  making  the  student  design-minded,  thus 
carrying  this  important  subject  into  everything  he  does.  In 
general,  the  design  course  should  be  one  of  the  most  vital 
courses  in  the  school.    This  arrangement  would  necessitate 
having  a  new  member  on  the  Staff  who  is  familiar  with  the 
use  of  new  materials  that  figure  so  much  in  the  industrial 
products  of  today  and  who  can  make  fruitful   contacts  with 
industry,  attempting  the  solutions  of  real  industrial  problems. 
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With  th3se  minimum  changes  in  the  curriculum,  the  Principal 
feels  that  the  School  would  take  a  long  step  toward  maintaining 
its  present  leadership  in  Industrial  Art  Education, 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Committee  approved  in 
principle  the  above  recommendations.

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  March  28th,  1934,  were  approved. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer's  Cash  Report  for  the  month  of 
March  1934,  was  read  and  rodered  to  be  filed. 

The  vouchers  showing  payments  made  from  March  1  to  April 
1  1934,  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  approved  for  payment 

The  Principal  reported  that  on  Thursday  evening  May  3  at 
7 ; 30  there  will  be  a  dress  rehearsal  of  the  Fashion  Show  in  the 
ball  room  of  the  Manufacturers  and  Bankers  Club.   Members 
of  the  Oommittee  on  Instruction  were  invited  to  attend 
this  showing  for  their  criticism  and  suggestions.   The  public 
showing  will  be  o'n  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  May  4th, 

On  Tuesday,  April  27th,  the  Principal  and  the  Secretary 
went  to  New  York  primarily  to  see  the  Exhibition  of  Paintings 
by  Franklin  C,  Watkins  on  display  at  the  Rehn  Galleries.  Mr, 
Watkins  will  be  on  the  School  Staff  tiext  year  to  teach  oil 
painting.   His  exhibition  has  caused  a  great  deal  of  discussion 
the  newspapers  both  in  New  York  and  Philadelphia.   The  Principal 
stated   that  he  is  arranging  with  Mr.  Watkins  to  have  an 
exhibition  of  his  work  at  the  Schol  early  in  the  Fall, 

While  in  New  York,  the  Principal  and  the  Secretary  visited 
the  13th  Annual  Exhibition  of  Advertising  Design  of  the  Art 
Directors  Club,   In  this  exhibition  Mr,  Brodovitch  and  his  class 
in  advertising  design  figured  very  prominently.   The  exhibition 
was  hung  by  Mr.  Brodovitch  and  graduates  and  undergraduates  of 
the  School,   Among  the  honourable  mentions  awarded  by  the  jury 
of  selection  were: 

Design  for  Complete  Adve3?tisisement  for  the  Climax  Moly- 
bdenum Co,  handled  by  N.  7/.  Ayer  and  Son  -  Designed  by  Mr, 
Brodovitch  and  Nelson  Gruppe. 

Design  for  Black  and  White  Illustration,  for  the 
Climax  Molybdenum  Co.,  handled  by  N.  W,  Ayer  and  Son- 
designed  by  Mr.  Brodovitch  and  Nelson  Gruppo, 

Two  examples  of  the  work  of  Raymond  Ballinger  and  two 
examples  of  the  work  of  Nelson  Gruppo  were  accepted  by  the 
Jury  of  Admission, 


The  Prinoipal  thought  this  was  a  splendid  recognition, 
when  one  considers  that  4500  examples  of  work  of  prominent 
advertising  designers  were  submitted  to  be  passed  upon  by 
the  Jury  and  only  400  drawings  accepted. 

It  is  interesting  tp  note  in  connection  with  this 
Exhibition  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Art  Directors  Club 
has  promised  to  give  first  consideration  to  graduates  of  this 
School  in  recommending  persons  for  positions. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  60%  of  the  graduates  in 
the  Advertising  Design  Course  since  1931  have  been  successfully 
placed  in  positions. 

Through  arrangements  made  by  Mr,  Zantzinger,  the  Principal 
and  the  Secretary  visited  the  class  in  design  of  the  Beaux 
Arts  Institute  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Steinof  and  had  a 
splendid  opportunity  to  study  the  experiments  he  is  carrying 
on  in  Design. 

In  the  Principal's  last  r-port  a  sus^i'ested  change  in  the 
personnel  of  the  Interior  Design  Department  was  proposed  which 
would  relieve  Mr.  Copeland  from  this  work  and  so  use  his  fine 
ability  as  7/ater-colour  painter  and  teacher  to  a  greater 
advantage.   In  pursuance  of  this  idea  the  Principal  had 
several  conferences  with  Mr.  Oscar  Mertz  and  is  happy  to  announce 
that  Mr.  Mertz  has  consented  to  supervize  and  direct  the 
course  in  Interior  Design, 

The  set-up  of  the  Interior  Design  Course  will  be 
similar  to  that  of  the  Costume  Design  Course  in  that  Mr,  Mertz 
will  occupy  a  position  in  heading  this  course  similar  to 
that  held  by  Miss  Rickert,    Thus  the  course  will  have  professional 
direction  and  should  graduate  students  with  a  professional 
point  of  view. 

Introduction  of  a  new  course,  that  of  Photography, 
especially  in  its  reltion  to  advertising  design,  is  a  matter 
of  prime  importance.   Mr,  Richard  Dooner,  a  professional 
phpt ographer,  will  probably  consent  to  direct  the  technical  end 
of  this  work  as  soon  as  the  Cor^mittee  can  see  its  way  clear 
to  put  such  a  course  in  the  curriculum.   Immediately  after  the 
4th  of  May,  the  Principal  has  an  appointment  with  Mr.  Dooner 
to  work  out  plans  for  such  a  course  to  submit  to  the  Committee 
for  its  approval. 

From  the  number  of  people  who  inquire  at  Mr,  Dooner' s 
studio  wheax  they  can  study  photography,  there  is  little  doubt 
but  the  course  will  be  patronized.    It  is  certainly  now  accepted 
as  one  of  the  industrial  arts.    Introduction  of  such  a  course 
will  put  the  School  in  the  position  of  being  one  of  the  first 
art  schools  to  recognize  this  comparatively  new  medium  of 
artistic  expression  almost  limitless  in  its  possibilities. 

The  report  of  Mr.  France,  Director  of  the  Philadelphia 
Textile  School,  was  read  by  the  Prinoipal.   The  outstanding 
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event,  as  regards  the  Textile  School,  is  the  dinner 
to  be  given  Mr.  France,  Thursday,  April  26th  in  honour  of 
the  50th  anniversary  of  the  Textile  School  and  of  his 
connection  with  it.    This  dinner  is  sponsored  by  110 
textile  organizations.   A  campaign  is  being  quietly 
conducted  in  connection  with  the  dinner  to  raise  funds 
sufficient  to  balance  the  budget  of  the  Textile  School 
for  the  next  five  years.

The  Principal  announced  that  the  joint  commencement 
exercises  of  the  two  schools  will  be  held  in  the  West  Foyer 
of  the  Philadelphia  Museim  of  Art  on  Thursday,  June  7th  at  10:30 
o'clock.    In  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  work  of  the 
students  will  be  on  exhibition. 

The  Art  School  Budget  for  the  year  1934-35  was  submitted. 

Calling  attention  tj  the  different  items  in  the  Budget  for 
the  academic  year  1934-35,  the  Principal  reported  that  he  had 
made  certain  changes  and  additions  to  the  school  staff  for 
the  academic  year  1934-3  ,    From  time  to  time  during  the  winter 
changes  in  coursesjand  new  instructors  to  head  these  courses 
has  been  discussed. 

A  summary  of  these  changes  is  as  follows: 

Introduction  of 
the  course  in  Pictorial  Expression,  under  the  dir  ction  of 
Mr.  Henry  Pitz  and  assisted  by  Mr,  Earl  Horter, 

The  course  in  Interior  Design,  which  has  been  redesigned, 
will  be  supervised  next  year  my  Mr.  Oscar  E.  Mertz,   Mr,  Supplee, 
Mr.  Spurance.and  Mr.  Blackburn,  professional  designers  in  this 
field  will  probably  assist  Mr.  Mertz.      With  this  professional 
direction  the  Principal  felt  the  School  should  produce  pro- 
fessional work  and  professionally  trailed  students. 

Mr.  Franklin  7/atkins  will  conduct  the  course  in  Oil 
Painting  in  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes.   Miss  Gertrude 
Schell  will  prepare  the  students  in  their  second  year  for 
Mr.  Watkin's  classes.    Miss  Schell,  Mr,  Watkins  and  the 
Principal  have  had  several  conferences  in  order  to  prepare  and 
orientate  this  work  for  next  year. 


The  drawing  classes  in  the  second  year  are  so  large 
that  it  is  physically  impossible  for  Miss  Hall  to  handle  the 
work  alone.   Miss  Norcross,  who  has  been  Mi-^s  Hall's 
assistant,,  has  been  engaged  for  two  additional  afternoons 
to  remedy  this  situation, 

Mr,  Rushton,  who  is  teaching  the  advanced  life  classes 
in  the  third  and  fourth  years,  six  mornings  a  week,  too^  over 
this  year  the  course  in  Fashion  Illustration  without  extra  ci 
pensation.  In  order  to  bring  Mr,  Rushton  a  fair  return  for  • 
work  he  is  doing, the  Principal  recomnanded  that  his  salary 
for  the  scholastic  year  1934-35  be  |2,350. 

Due  to  the  introduction  of  life  drawing  in  the  first 
year  classes,  the  budget  item  for  models  should  be  increased 
$500,    The  increase  in  the  item  "General  Expenses"  this 
year  over  that  which  was  estimated  was  due  to  the  many 
improTements  made  throughout  the  school    The  remodeling 
of  the  lecture  room,  the  installation  of  nevif  lights  in 
many  of  the  class  rooms,  material  and  paint  used  in  the 
CWA  projects,  and  the   expense  incurred  in  the  presentation 
of  the  Fashion  Show.    This  expense  item  will  be  materially 
reduced  next  year. 

The  budget  item  for  Advertising  has  been  increased  $40 
Due  to  the  small  freshman  class  this  year,,  the  Principal 
reported  that  the  estimation  from  tuitions  has  been  made 
on  a  conservetice  basis  of  $82,000,    It  may  be  that  the 
tuition  will  equal  this  year's  tuition  of  $9£,000.   A 
great  deal  will  depend  upon  the  size  of  the  freshman  class 
that  will  register  in  the  school  next  fall.   If  this 
registration  is  large,  the  Principal  feels  that  it  may 
take  care  of  a  probable  deficit  of  :;|;8i200.   If,  however, 
this  deficit  of  §8,200.  should  be  made  up,  as  proposed 
by  the  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  and  if  at  the  Same 
time  the  deficit  should  be  met  by  getting  more  from 
tuitions  than  estimated,  the  Principal  said  that  the  money 
obtained  by  the  Associate  Comjaittee  of  Women  could  then  be 
used  to  help  toward  scholarships  for  students,  who,  if  not 
assisted,  cannot  return  next  year. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  thi  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  that  the  Art  School  Budget  for  the  year 
1934-55  sh5>wing  a  possible  deficit  of  |8200,  be  refei-red  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  with  favourable  recommendation 
providing  that  by  November  15th  there  is  reasonable 
assurance  that  the  Budget  will  be  balanced. 
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The  Principal  reported  that  he  had  had  a  conference 
with  Mr.  Zantzinger  in  regard  to  the  teaching  of  Design, 
In  general, the  Principal  believes  that  Design  shouid  be 
considered  from  two  aspects  -  one,  the  teaching  of  the 
principles  of  elementary  design  and  color  -  and  second, 
the  application  of  such  principles  to  Industrial  Problems. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  that  Mr.  Zantzinger  and  the  Principal  be 
authorized  to  study  the  practice  used  in  teaching  the  course 
in  Design  in  the  School  with  povjer  to  engage  the  necessary 
instructor  or  instructors. 


Finally,  the  Principal  reported  that  a  very  difficult 
situation  has  confronted  the  School  in  the  lack  of  space 
for  all  ths  activities   of  the  School.   A  splendid  department 
in  the  Stage-craft  and  Pagentry  is  gradually  being  built  up. 
He  reported  that  the  students,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Shuler,  had  to  construct  the  scenery  for  the  Fashion  Show  in 
the  Lecture  Hall.   This  greatly  interferred  with  schediiled 
lectures. 

The  Principal  pointed  out  that  in  the  basement,  in  the 
Art  Department,  the  Textile  School  has  appropriated  a  large 
room  in  which  to  store  their  wool.   The  westerrt  end  of  this 
room  could  be'tl'irown  into  the  Pottery  Department,  which  is 
over  crov/ded  and  needs  to  expand,  and  the  eastern  end  could 
be  used  as  a  workroom  for  the  making  of  stage  sets,  etc, 
throughout  the  school  year. 

Upon  motion,  dul3'  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  appoint  a  Committee 
of  three  to  investigate  the  situation  and  report  back  to  the 
Committee, 

The  Principal  submitted  the  budget  of  the  Textile  School 
in  which  Mr.  France  recommended  a  5fo-   increase  in  salary  of  the 
instructors.   This  budget  showed  ajprobahle  deficit  of  $6,000, 
Mr.  France  gave  assurance  that  the  cash  to  cover  this  deficit 
was  available  upon  call. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution 
was  adopted: 

Resolved  that  the  Budget  for  the   Textile  School  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  v/ith  favourable  recomjjiendat  ions 
providing  the  necessary  cash  to  balance  the  Textile  School 
Budget  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation 
by  November  15th. 

Upo  n  motion,  duly  seconded,  j^he  meeting  adjourned. 


MINUTES  OF  THS  HIEZTING  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  INSTRICTION 
June  27,  1934. 


A  stated  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  was 
held  at  the  School,  3road  and.  Pine  Streets,  '.Tednesday, 
June  27th,  1934,  at  four  o'clock. 

There  were  present,  Mr.  Stokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Goxe  , 
Mrs.  Rhoads,  Messrs.  Haywara,  Jenks,  Mertz,  Mitchell  and  'iViliing, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  May  23,  1934,  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  May  1934,  v;as 
read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

The  vouchers  showing  payments  made  from  May  1  to  June  1, 
1934,  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  approved  for  payment. 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  Committee  will  recall  that 
the  Budget  was  presented  at  the  May  meeting  and  was  tentatively 
approved.    The  budget  was  then  presented  to  the  ijoard  of  Trustees 
which  approved  it   until  the  November  meeting  of  the  Board  by 
which  time  there  will  be  sufficient  data  on  the  humber  of  students 
registered  to  knov/  whether  or  not  a  deficit  exists  or  if  the 
ilssociate  Committee  of  Women  will  be  successful  in  raising  the 
necessary  funds  to  take  care  of  any  existing  deficit. 

There  were  two  matters  left  open  in  the  budget;  first,  the 
course  in  Design.   The  Committee  at  its  May  meeting  authorized 
Mr.  Zantzinger  and  the  Principal  to  plan  and  arrange  for  this 
work.   Before  Mr.  Zantzinger  left  for  a  trip  abroad,  the 
Principal  had  several  conferences  with  him.   The  plan  of 
instruction  for  design  requires  the  services  of  two  instructors. 
It  is  felt  tjaat  these  two  instructors  may  be  secured  for 
approximately  the  same  sum  that  the  School  has  paid  for  one 
instructor.   For  the  course  in  elementary  design,  the  Principal 
recommended  Miss  Cynthia  Iliff,  a  graduate  of  the  School,  who 
taught  successfully  at  the  School  for  two  years.   Since  leaving 
the  School,  Miss  Iliff  has  been  working  prof esaonally  as  a 
designer  in  the  field  of  industrial  art.   Miss  Iliff 's  services 
may  be  obtained  for   this  position  for  four  days  a  week  at  a 
total  salary  of  not  over  $2,000.  for  the  academic  year. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Committee  approved  the 
appointment  of  Miss  Iliff  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $2,000.  for 
the  academic  year  1934-35  , 

For  the  position  of  teaching  advanced  design,  the  Principal 
reported  that  this  problem  had  not  yet  been  solved  on  a 
permanent  basis.   Mr.  Zantzinger  has  recommended  that  the 
Principal  consult  with  Mr.  Beckwith  of  the  Massachusetts  Institute 
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Institute  of  Technology  this  suai.ier.   The  Principal  said  that 
before  the  next  Gomiaittee  meeting  in  the  Fall,  he  felt  this 
problem  would  be  solved. 

The  second  problem  that  has  arisen  for  next  year  is  the 
course  in  Advertising  Design.   Mr.  Brodovitch  has  informed  the 
Principal  that  he  has  been  in  consultation  with  the  Editor 
of  a  nationally  known  magazine  in  relation  to  taking  a  position 
as  Art  Editor  on  full  time  basis  or  in  the  capacity  of  Art 
Gonsultaht  for  one  or  two  days  a  week.   If  he  decides  to  accept 
the  former  position,  he  will  be  constrained  to  sever  his  relations 
with  the  School.   If  however,  he  should  take  the  position  as  Art 
Consultant  he  can  continue  this  year,  as  previously,  as  Head  of 
the  Advertising  Design  Course.   If  Mr.  Brodovitch  decides  to  take 
the  position  as  Art  Editor  the  work  in  the  Advertising  Design  Course 
can  be  taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Balling  er  of  the  present  Staff, 

Mr.  Brodovitch  has  requested  that  he  be  paid  his  usual 
monthly  salary  for  June,  July  and   August,  upon  condition  that 
if  he  does  not  return  to  the  School  he  will  repay  the  School 
these  advances  prior  to  October  first. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
F:  d  o  p  t  e  d  : 

Resolved  that  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  advance  Mr. 

Brodovitch  the  salary  for  June,  July  and  August,  upon  condition 

that  should  he  not  return  to  the  School  in^charge  of  the  Advertising 

Design  Course,  that  such  advances  shall  be  repaid  the  School  by 
Octo  ber  1 st . 

The  Principal  said  that  he  is  planning  a  rather  ambitious 
schedule  for  the  Course  in  Marionettes  next  year.    In  connection 
with  these  plans,  Mr.  Shuler,  in  charge  of  the  Course,  has 
requested  an  electrical  transcriber  and  microphone  amplified. 
Through  Mr.  Shuler' s  connection  with  the  Philco  Radio  Company, 
this  amplifier  can  be  obtained  at  a  price  of  .;355.95. 

Upon  motion,  ciuly  seconded,  the  follov/ing  resolution 
was  a  do  pte  d : 

Resolved  that  the  Sciiool  purchase  from  the  Philco  Radio 
Company  an  electrical  transcriber  and  microphone  amplifier  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  355,95,  payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T. 
Morris  Fund  Income, 

The  Principal  commented  on  the  large  number  of  people 
who  have  visited  the  annual  exhibition  of  student's  work.   Since 
Sunday  June  13th,  11  days,  after  the  exhibition  was  first  opened 
to  the  public,  nearly  700  people  have  visited  the  show. 

The  Chairman  req.uested  Mr.  Hayward,  the  newly  appointed  • 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  to  explain  the  recent 
campaign  conducted  by  the  Textile  industries  to  raise  funds  for 
the  Philadelphia  Textile  School.   Mr.  Hayward  reported  tkat 
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at  the  50th  Jubilee  Dinner  given  to  Dr.  France  various  interests 
of  the  Textile  Industry  were  brought  together  for  the  first  time 
and  that  as  a  result  of  the  Campaign  he  has  been  successful  in 
securing  pledges  for  ,v23,000,  for  the  use  of  the  Textile  School 
of  wnich  9I 0,00  0.  has  been  paid  in  cash. 

Mr.  I.Iertz,  who  v/ill  have  charge  next  year  of  the  Course  in 
Interior  Design,  reported  generally  upon  the  arrangements  he  y.as 
made,  in  cooperation  with  the  Principal,  in  building  up  the  course 
in  this  imp or. ant  field  of  industrial  Art. 

Upon  ziotion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned  to  view 
the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  students.

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Among  the  changes  made  in  the  School's  cirriculum  is  that 
of  Irterior  Decoration.    Under  IKr.     i^iertz's  direction,  the  School 
has  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  Spruance  and  ^'ir.  Blackburn,  both 
professionals  in  this  field,  Mr.  Mertz  v.ull  be  further  assisted 
by  Mrs.Rhoads  and  Mr,  Garl  Bretz  who  vvIIj.  take  charge  of  Fabrics 
and  Curtains,   This  course  is  being  built  on  very  practical 
lines  and  will  prepare,  as  never  before,  graduates  going  into 
professional  work. 

The  course  in  Design  has  been  completely  changed.   At  Mr, 
Zantzinger's  suggestion,  the  Principal  visitied  the  Massachusetxs 
Institute  of  Technology  to  discuss  with  Mr.  Beckwith  the  Institute's 
course  in  Design.  '  The  Principal  submitted  a  letter  from  Mr, 
Beckwith  expressing  his  pleasure  in  the  knowledge  "that  the  two 
Schools  have  as  much  of  a  point  of  viev;  in  common,  particularly 
in  regard  to  our  needs  and  approach  to  the  problem  of  design."  Miss 
Cynthia  Iliff  will  take  charge  of  the  first  year  design,  Mr.  Alexan- 
der Wyckoff  will  teach  Advance  Design,  while  Mr,  Gopeland  will 
cooperate  with  the  Hendering  and  'Jater  Jolour.   These  tjiree 
ins'tructors  have  met  with  the  rrincipal  and  have  worked  out  a 
plan  whereby  all  three  will  cooperate  in  the  presentation  of  the 
theory  of  color, 

Mr,  Franklin  G,  IVatkins  has  taken  over  the  course  in  Oil 
Painting.   One  difficulty  here  is  that  this  course  is  so  pop- 
ular that  the  School  is  greatly  pressed  for  room  in  oi-der  to 
provide  adequate  space  for  xhe  students  taking  this  work.  The 
painting  course  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  preliminary  work 
that  is  being  given  to  the  painting  class  in  the  second  year 
by  Miss  Schell. 

During  the  summer  it  was  necessary  to  reorganize  the 
course  in  Advertising  Design.  Mr.  Brodovitch  accepted  a  position 
as  Art  Director  of  Harper's  Bazaar.   The  Principal  has  re- 
organized this  course  along  similar  lines  as  the  courses  in 
Costume  Design  and  Interior  Decoration.    Mr.  Brodovitch  will 
come  over  from  New  York  three  times  a.ionth  -  on  Saturday  mornings. 
He  will  meet  the  students  of  all  the  sections  foi-  criticism.  Mr, 
Ball'inger  and  Miss  Full  srton  will  carry  out  the  execution  of  the 
work  planned  by  Mr.  Brodovitch  during  the  week. 

Mrs.  i'/est  has  taken  up  h^r  work  assisting  Mr.  Shuler  in  the 
Course  of  Stagecraft  and  Pageantry, 

The  Principal  reported  that  due  to  a  change  in  the  regulations 
governing  the  coordinated  course  in  Teacher  Training  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  the  total  amount  of  tuition  now  required 
of  students  has  been  increased  from  about-  il650.  to  JSOOO.  Many 
students  aannot  afford  to  pay  this  price  and  have  requested  that  they 
be  allowed  to  take  a  coordinated  course  with  Temple  University  which 
arrangement  would  materially  lower  the  student's  tuition.   In  view 
of  this  condition,  the  Principal  recommended  that  he  be  authorized 
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to  arrange  a  coordinated  Teacher  Training  Oourse  with   Temple 
Universit  y. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  irincipal  was  authorized  to 
ma::e  the  necessary  arrangements  with  Temple   .University  for  a  five 
year  coordinated  course  in  Teacher  Training. 

The  Principal  reci.uested  authority  to  purchase  5  dozen  easels 
for  the  painting  class  to  add  to  the  School's  permanent  eo_uipment. 
The  cost  would  be  approximately  $2.00. 

Upon  motion,  dul;?-  seconded,  the  Principal  was  authorized  to 
purchase  not  over  5  dozel  easels  to  add  to  the  School ' s ■ permane nt 
equipment,  for  asum  not  exceeding  ,^200.,  payment  to  be  made  from 
the  John  T.  ..lorris  Fund  income. 

The  Principal  demonstrated  the  need  for  a  ref lee torscope  in 
connection  with  the  various  classes  saj^ing  that  he  had  xmade  such  a 
purchase  at  a  cost  of  jl50. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  action  of  the  Principal  in 
purchasing  a  re  f  1  ectorscope  at  a  cost  of  'ploO.  was  approved,  payment 
to  be  made  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund  Income. 

In  reporting  for  the  Textile  School,  Mr.  Theodore  Hayward 
pointed  out  that  the  registration  to  date  was  in  excess  of  last  year 
and  contained  many  college  graduates.   He  also  said  that  during  the 
suimner  months  members  of  the  Textile  Staff  had  been  engaged  in  research 
and  had  arrived  at  some  very  important  discoveries.  Among  the  subjects 
studied  were:  "Why  Does  '.Yeighted  Silk  Deteriorate?",  "Cause  of  the 
Felting  of  .v'ool."  and  "Tipp^''  V/ool".   In  addition  to  these  research 
problems.  Dr.  France  ,  in  cooperation  with  Mr.  Lockwood,  has  been  able 
to  successfully  work  out  the  problem  of  using  cotton  frames  for  wool 
and  cot;;on  mixtures.  Mr.  Hayward  said  that  he  felt  this  was  an 
important  discovery  and  would  reflect  great  credit  on  the  Textile 
School. 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Judge  Edwin  0.  Lev/is,  President 
of  t'he  School  of  Design  for  ".7omen ,  congratulating  the  Principal  upon 
the  high  q.uality  in  the  work  of  the  students  at  the  Annual  Exhibition. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  Comaii;tee  authorized  to  study 
the  question  of  more  space  for  the  Art  School  would  consist  of  Messrs. 
Zantzlnger,  Mertz  and  Hayward

Miss  dall  has  requested  for  the  drawing  class  2  dozen  solid 
easels  to  take  the  place  of  the  very  unstable  ones  now  in  use.  These 
easels  can  be  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $51,  a  dozen.   Miss  Hall  has 
also  requested  three  casts  from  the  Florentine  Art  Shop  costing  $35, 
As  it  has  been  many  years  since  the  School  has  had  any  important 
casts  for  the  drawing  class,  the  Principal  strongly  recommended  this 
purchase.

A  stated  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  was  held 
at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Wednesday,  April  24th, 
1935  at  four  o'clock. 

There   were  present,  Ur.    Stokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Logan, 
Messrs.  Borie,  Jenks,  Mertz,  Willing,  the  Principal  of  the 
School  and  the  Director  of  the  Textile  School, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  March  27th,  1935,  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  March  1935, 
was  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

Vouchers  showing  payments  made  during  the  month  of  March 
1935,  were  submitted  to  the  Go.Timittee  and  approved. 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  Fashion  Show  was  held  on 
the  evening  of  April  9th  and  the  afternoon  and  evening  of  April 
10th  to  capacity  houses.   Wednesday  afternoon  performance  vtrs 
attended  by  many  members  of  the  Eastern  Arts  Association  which 
organization  was  holding  its  Annual  Meeting  in  Philadelphia.  This 
Association  is  comprised  largely  of  teachers  of  art  in  the 
various  schools  so  it  is  hoped  the  Fashion  Show  will  encourage 
these  techers  to  recommend  this  School  to  their  students. 

Two  years  ago,  the  Principal  said,  the  School  had  37 
scholarships  to  award  the  students.   This  year  there  will  only 
be   25,    The  Principal  stated  that  at  this  time  of  the  year 
application  for  scholarships  are  being  received.   He  estimated 
that  there  would  be  at  least  50  requests  for  assistance.  He 
pointed  out  that  he  had  announced  early  in  the  year  that  $5,000. 
would  be  necessary  to  meet  this  situation.   He  has  received  about 
4pl,500.  for  this  purpose   which  has  been  practically  exhausted  ir 
helping  this  year's  fourth  year  students  to  continue  their  course 
It  is,  therefore,  highly  desirable  that  a  fund  of  ^^3,500.  to 
$5,000.  be  secured  to  meet  the  psesent  situation. 

During  the  past  years  the  School  has  made  every  effort  to 
enroll  again  the  interest  of  the  Alumni  of  the  School.   To 
accomplish  this  end,  the  Principal  has  encouraged  the  holding 
of  the  annual  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  graduates  as  well 
as  having  the  Annual  Alumni  Ban:uet  at  the  School.  This  year's 
banquet  was  highly  successful  as  over  275  former  students  attende 

Recently  certain  students  of  the  school  have  formed  an 
organization  to  issue  a  school  magazine  known  as  the  Sketch 
Book.   The  Principal  is  encouraging  this  form  of  expression  and 
is  receiving  the  hearty  cooperation  and  help  of  the  members  of 
the  faculty. 
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The  Principal  then  touched  briefly  on  the  forthcoming 
Annual  Exhibition  of  the  v/ork  of  the  students  and  the  School 
Commencement.   He  also  reported  on  the  exhibition  of  Manuel 
Arts  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  Abington  Memorial  Hospital 
at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  G-eorge  F.  Tyler,  at  which  exhibition 
he  was  one  of  the  judges  and  Mr.  Earl  Horter  of  the  faculty 
won  the  Gold  Medal  in  the  Print  Section.   The  work  of  many 
graduates  of  the  School  was  exhibited. 

Mr.  France  reported  for  the  Textile  School.   He  announced  that 
in  connection  with  one  of  the  research  problems  last  summer  it 
has  been  the  Textile  School's  good  fortune  to  induce  the  Whitin 
riachine  Company,  of  V/hitenville ,  Mass.  to  send  the  School  full 
equipment  of  a  specific  nature  for  one  of  the  school's  machines 
in  the  cotton  department,  known  to  the  textile  trade  as  a 
"Gasa  Bianca  System",  especially  made  by  them   for  long  drafting 
offibres. 

One  of  the  aims  of  the  research  experim^ent  is  ti  demonstrate 
to  manufacturers  how  to  utilize  existing  machinery  equipment  with 
slight  changes  to  manufacture  union  yarns. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
extent  the  School's  thanks  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Whiten 
Machine   Company  in  aiding  the  School's  efforts  in  its  research 
problems, 

Mr.  France  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Textile  Foundation 
held  at  Greenville,  South  Carolina  on  April  7th,  8th  and  9th  and  on 
the  Annual  Knitting  Arts  Exhibition  to  be  held  ajr  the  Coinmercial 
Museum  this  week.

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  was 
held  at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Wednesday,  May  2£, 
1935  at  four  o'clock. 

There  were  present,  Mr,  Stokes  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Hhoads, 
Messrs.  Jenks,  Hart,  Hayward,  Mertz,  the  Principal  of  the 
School  and  the  Director  of  the  Textile  School, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Co-u..iittee  on  Instruction 
held  April  24,  1935,  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  April  1935, 
was  read  and  ordered  tj  be  filed. 

Vouchers  showing  payments  made  during  the  month  of  April 
1935,  were  submitted  to  the  Go....mittee  and  approved. 

The  Principal  announced  that  in  a  competition  sponsored 
by  the   Bridgeman  Publications,  which  are  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  artists  throughout  the  world,  a  student  of  the 
School  won  the  third  prize.   The  drawings  are  to  be  used  in  a 
Book  of  Figure  Drawings  which,  according  to  their  announce- 
ment, is  to  be  a  selected  group  of  110  of  the  best  life 
drawings  submitted.    All  the  art  schools  in  America,  and 
particularly  the  schools  of  Fine  Art,  were  invited  to  submit 
drawings.    The  Principal  pointed  out  that  not  only  was  the 
school  competing  with  industrial  art  schools  where  drawing-  is 
taught  as  a  means  to  other  ends,  but  with  the  schools  of  the 
Fine  Arts  where  drawing  is  made  an  end  itself.    It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  the  first  two  prizes  were  awarded  to  iichools 

of  the  Fine  Arts.   The  School  wi±l  be  represented  in  this 
book  by  eight  drawings,  the  largest  number  selected  from  any 
one  school. 

The  Principal  reported  that  from  time  to  time  it  has  been 
necessary  to  have  new  lantern  slides  made  in  order  to  keep  the 
lee  turejcourses  up  to  date.   New  slides  were  especially  necessary 
this  year  on  account  of  the  excellent  aeries  of  talks  on  French 
Painting  given  by  Mr.  Henri  Marceau  and  for  the  lectures  on  the 
History  of  Painting  given  by  Dr.  Bye.   The  total  cost  of  these 
slides  amounted  to  •^;75, 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the  action 
of  the  Principal  in  purchasing  lantern  slides  at  a  cost  of  ^VS, 
be  approved,  payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund 
Income, 
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Tlie  Principal  announced  that  in  accordance  with  the 
plans  inaugurated  last  year  to  repair  and  remodel  at  least 
one  class  room  each  year,  another  class  room  on  the  third 
floor  should  be  remodeled  this  summer  at  a   total  cost  of 
$1,215. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
plans  for  remodelling  a  class  room  on  the  third  floor  be 
approved,  payment  to  be  made  as  follows:   $750.  from  the 
John  T.  Morris  Fund  income  and  ^^465,  from  1935-1936  appro- 
priation for  building  ezpense. 

In  submitting  the  Art  School  Budget  for  the  scholastic 
year  iy35-36  the  Principal  pointed  out  that  the  same  amount 
of  expenditures  had  been  kept  as  for  the  scholastic  ji-ear 
1934-35.    On  the  basis  of  these  expenditures  the  School  will 
close  with  a  balanced  budget  this  year.   The  Principal  said 
that  there  were  two  items  in  connection  with  the  budget  that 
he  desired  to  comment  upon.    The  first  was  the  enormous 
carrying  charges  of  the  mortgage  on  the  school  building  which 
neither  Mr.  ^^ranoe  nor  -the  Principal  had  any  part  in  creating. 

This  item  of  expenditure  amounts  to  an  annual  charge 
of  $27,500.  for  the  $500,000,  mortgage  on  the  school  building. 
This  mortgage  was  placed  upon  the  school,  moreover,  not  so 
much  to  meet  the  deficit  of  the  school,  as  it  was  to  meet 
the  deficit-  incurred  by  the  entire  corporation.   The  Principal 
recomnended  that  plans  should  be  made  to  reduce  this  mortgage. 


Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
budget  for  the  Art  Department  for  the  scholastic  year  1935-35. 
be  approved. 

The  Principal  said  that  in  connection  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  School  there  were  certain  things  that  were  giving  him 
a  great  deal  od  concern.   Most  of  the  students  come  from  the  class 
of  citizens  usually  designated  as  the  White  Collar  Glass,   This 
type  of  citizen  is  suffering  from  the  effects  of  the  depression 
possibly  more  than  any  other.    Their  efforts  to  educate  their 
children  often  entails  great  sacrifices  and  it  is  with  great 
dillfculty  that  they  pay  tuition  charges.   In  many  cases  the 
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students  are  forced  to  discontinue  their  education.   The  Principal 
said  that  -$7,500.  could  be  used  to  great  advantage  for  next  year 
to  assist  financially  these  students.   The  Principal  read  several 
requests  for  financial  assistance  that  are  typical  of  the  many 
he  had  received. 

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  presented  by  the 
Director,  Mr.  France,  who  announced  that  the  progress  of  the 
scholastic  year  ending  May  29,  has  been  in  keeping  with  that  of 
former  years.   Various  branches  of  the  School  have  made  trips 
to  nearby  mills  which  benefited  the  students  greatly. 

Mr.  France  also  reported  generally  on  the  results  of  the 
Series  of  Lectures  inaugurated  last  winter  in  coordination  with 
the  Textile  School  and  the  Vifharton  School  of  Finance  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,,  Preceding  the  last  lecture  a  dinner 
was  given  at  the  ivlanufacturers  and  Bankers  Glub  to  discuss  the 
1 ecture  series . 

Mr.  France  also  reported  on  the  School's  display  in  the 
Knitting  Art  Exhibition  and  the  display  at  Convention  Hall  in 
connection  v;ith  "Philadelphia  on  Parade". 

The  Textile  School  budget  for  ±935-36  was  submitted.   The 
probable  expenditures  shown  were  about  $247.20  in  excess  of  last 
year's  budget  which  balanced  with  a  slight  surplus.   The  reason  for 
the  excess  expenditure  for  next  year  was  due  to  the  engagement  of 
a  successor  for  the  late  Jonathan  Lockwood  at  f3,120. 

Utjon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  budget  for  the  Textile  School 
for  the  year  1935-36  was  approved.

He  pointed  out  that  the  night  school  has  few  outs:anding 
artists  on  the  staff  and  suggested  that  with  the  addition  of  such 
instructors  as  Messrs.  Horter,  Pitz  and  IVatkins,  he  felt  the  prestige 
and  enrollment  of  the  night  school  would  be  built  up.   He  explained 
that  the  amount  of  money  involved  in  this  venture  would  not  exceed 
$1,17..  which  would  be  within  the  probable  income  of  the  School, 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Principal  was  authorized 
to  employ  Messrs,  Horter,  Pitz  and  '.Vatkins  to  teach  in  the  night 
school  at  the  rate  of  $15,  per  evening  for  a  period  not  to  exceed 
26  evenings. 

The  course  in  Stagecraft  has  proved  highly  succesi^ful  the 
last  two  years  and  from  all  indications  there  will  be  an  increased 
demand  for  instruction  in  this  course  .  The  Principal  recommended 
that  Mr.  Shuler  be  engaged  an  additional  half-daj;-  a  week.

The  Principal    was    happy    to    report    that    the    School    v/ould 
receive    its    usual   appropriation    from    the    State  amounting   to 
|90,000.     for    the\biennium   1935-37.       In    this    connection    it    was 
interesting    to    note    that    only    two    state-aided    institutions    were 
granted    their    entire    appropriations,    this    School    and    the 
University    af   Pittsburgh,  In   addition   to    the  amount    of 

$90,000.    granted    for   the    year    1935-37    the    Legislature    approved 
the    payment    of    the      unpaid    amount    of   $33,000,    of  the    appropriation 
granted    for    the    biennium   1933-35. 


Acting  on  the  authority  granted  at  the  June  meeting  of  the 
Committee  on  Instruction,  the  Principal  has  introduced  a  special 
course  in  the  Night  School  for  advanced  students.   Students  who 
can  qualify  for  this  work  may  register  for  one,  two  or  three 
nights.   These  courses  are  as  follov7s:    Monday,  oil  painting,  in 
charge  of  Mr.  7/atkins;    Wednesday,  water  colour  painting,  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Horter;    Friday,  Illustration,  in  charge  of  Mr, 
Pitz.   An  advertisement  appeared  in  the  local  papers  and  the 
Principal  felt  that  in  a  comparatively  short  time  these  courses 
will  be  widely  known  and  attended.   The  Principal  said  that  this 
addition  would  add  a  great  deal  to  the  School's  already  high 
position  and  prestiage.   Aside  from  this,  there  have  been  no 
important  changes  either  in  the  courses  or  the  faculty  that  will 
incur  extra  expense.    Every  effort  will  be  made  this  year  to 
round  out  and  develop  the  courses  introduced  during  the  last  two 
years. 

The  Principal  reported  favourably  on  the  arrangement  for  full 
time  scholarships  made  with  the  Board  of  Siucation  in  which  the 
Board  of  Education  now  gives  $200.  instead  of  $150.  a_.d  the 
School  pays  $50.  toward  the  tuition  of  each  scholarship  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Education.    Of  the  twelve  scholarships  awarded  by 
the  Board  of  Education  the  School  has  been  fortunate  in  having 
ten  students  select  this  School  in  preference  to  any  other  local 
school. 

The  Principal  reported  that  through  Mr.  France's  cooperation 
very  necessary  changes  were  made  in  the  Pottery  Room  bj''  extending 
the  partition  to  take  in  a  portion  of  'the  room  adjoining,  which, 
in  the  past,  had  been  used  by  the  Textile  Department  for  storing 
wool.    This  change  has  made  a  great  difference  in  the  working 
condition  in  the  Pottery  Department. 

The  remodeling  made  in  room.- 304  has  likewise  improved 
working  conditions.   The  Principal  also  is  plQ_ftjaning  to  submit 
to  the  Committee  plans  for  redecorating  the  entrance  hall. 

The  experiment  of  sending  a  number  of  students  to  summer 
schools  on  prize  scholarships  proved  entirely  successful.  The 
Principal  expressed  the  wish  that  this  fund  could,  in  time, 
be  enlarged  to  enable  more  students  to  share  this  privilege. 
Six  stmdents  were  sent  to  Earl  Horter's  School  and  two  were 
sent  to,  the  University  of  Michigan  to  Mr.  Wyckoff's  class  in 
Stage  Craft.

A  selection  was  made  by 
a  stylist  send  by  Wellington  Sears  Company,  of  the  designs  approved 
and  these  will  be  made  into  garments  using  the  new  fabrics. 

The   Executive  Director  of  the  Neighborhood  Center  has 
requested  that  the  students  in  the  Interior  Design  course  assist 
him  in  decorating  the  Boys  Club  Room.    This  problem  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  students  in  the  Interior  Design  Course. 

From  January  4th  to  January  17th  a  large  screen  decorated  with 
a  series  of  drawings  entitled  "Pageant  of  Beauty",  painted  by 
Clara  Fargo  Thomas  for  Elizabeth  Arden  will  be  on  exhibition  at 
the  school.   During  this  exhibition  Miss  Arden  will  soeak  to  the 
students  on  the  designs  of  packages  and  bottles  for  cosmetics  and 
perfumes. 

The  Principal  reported  that  during  the  past  month  represen  ta  tiv 
of  the  School  have  been  invited  to  serve  on  juries  for  awarding 
prizes  for  the  following  exhibitions:   "Needlework  of  Yesterday 
and  Today"  and  the  Sewing  Exhibition  and  Contest  sponsored  by  the 
Evening  Public  Ledger, 


On  November  4th  the  Principal  attended  a  dinner  with  the 
members   of  the  V/ilson  College  Club  at  which  dinner  ninety  members 
were  present.   He  spoke  on  the  subjects  of  Design  and  Furnitire 
and  how  the  School  was  earrying  on  this  work.   He  also  spoke  to  the

The  faculty  of  the  School  again  were  well  represented  in  the 
Annual  Philadelphia  V7ater  Colour  Show,  which  us  probably  the  Txost 
important  given  in  America.  Mr.  Copeland,  Mr.  Dull  and  Mr.  Horter 
served  on  the  Jury  of  Selection  which  consisted  of  seven  members. 
In  connection  with  this  exhibition,  Mr.  Thornton  Oakley,  instructor 
in  Illustration,  was  awarded  the  Philadelphia  Water  Colour  Prize. 
Sixteen  members  of  the  faculty  were  represented  and  four  of  the 
six  students  who  were  sent  to  Mr.  Horter's  Summer  School  also 
passed  the  Jury  of  Admission,

1,  1936  for  Ernest  Tarter,  the  transferring  of  |12.50  to  the  ter^i 
starting  Feb.  1,  1936  for  Mrs.  Alice  G.  Chadwick  and  the  trans- 
ferring of  $25,  to  the  school  year  1936-37  for  Muriel  F.  Barnes, 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  months  of  November  and 
December  1935  were  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

Vouchers  showing  payments  made  during  the  months  of  November 
and  December  1..'35,  were  submit-:ed  to  the  Committee  and  approved. 

The  Principal  reported  that  Theodore  Moore,  a  student  in

Following  the  policy  of  having  pro- 
fessional problems  submitted  to  students,  the  Pictorial  Expression 
Glasses  have  had  the  advantage  of  criticism  of  Miss  Dinsmore  of  the 
Countrj'-  Gentleman,   Mr.  Lambdin  of  the  Franklin  Printing  Company, 
Mr.  Foster  of  A.  M.  Gotlins  Paper  Gompany  and  Mr,  George  Baddy  of 
the  Whiting  Paper  Company.    On  January  30th,  Mr.  Bishop  will  give 
a  talk  and  shov;  slow  motion  pictures   of  birds  and  ducks  to  the 
students.    During  and  after  the  lecture  the  students  will  make 
sketches  if  the  subjects  portrayed.   In  the  past  two  weeks,  the 
school  has  had  on  exhibition  the  Elizabeth  Arden  Screen  entitled, 
"The  Pageant  of  Beauty".  This  showing  was  followed  by  an  exhibition 
of  the  work  of  the  students  sent  to  the  Earl  Horter  Summsr  School 
at  Rock  port,  Maine, 

The  Principal  announced  that  the  Junior  League  of  Phi  la  defchia 
will  make  a   ?:ir  of  the  School  on  Jan.  23.   The  Principal  also  spoke 
briefly  of  the  work  of  the  Potterj^  Department  and  announced  that  in 
the  forthcoming  exhibition   of  Ceramics  and  Pottery  to  be  held  at  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art  at  Fairmount,  the  School  will  assist 
in  arranging  the  display. 

The  report  of  the.  Textile  School  was  read  by  Mr.  France, 
He  announced  that  notwithstanding  the  crowded  condition  of  the 
School  it  was  the  intention  again  to  register  a  limited  number 
of  new  day  students  (not  over  ten)  with  the  beginning  of  the 
second  term.   By  intensive  and  overtime  work  and  continuing  their 
courses  to  August,  the  students  will  be  qualified  to  enter  the 
second  year  of  the  School  with  the  beginning  of  the  new  scholiStic 
term.  He  then  spoke  briefly  in  regard  to  an  experiment  undertaken 
with  the  Republic  Steei.

Mr.  France  also  memtioned  the  fact  that  in  the  last  three 
years  the  Philadelphia  Quarter  Master  Department  had  employed,  for 
special  work  as  inspectors  of  army  materials,  many  former  students 
of  the  Textile  School,   The  total  number  in  their  present  employ 
is  approximately  forty.

There  were  present  Mr,  Stokes  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Coxe,  Mrs, 
Patterson,  Messrs.  Hart,  Hayward ,  Jenks ,  Mertz,  Willing,  the 
Principal  of  the  School  and  the  Director  of  the  Textile  School, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  January  22,  1936  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  January  1936 
was  read  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

Vouchers  showing  payments  made  during  the  month  of  January 
1936,  were  submitted  to  the  Committee  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  a  list  of  69  students  of  the  Art 
Department  requesting  to  pay  their  tuition  fee  in  installments 
and  a  list  of  26  students  from  the  Textile  School  who  requested 
the  same  privilege. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolutions 
were  adopted: 

Resolved  that  the  a: rangement  made  by  the  Treasury 
Department  with  various    students  to  pay  their  tuition  fee  in 
installments  be  approved. 

Resolved  that  all  student  fees  for  both  the  Art  and  Textile 
Schools  shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasury  Department, 

The  Principal  submitted  a  table  of  registration  of 
students  in  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Schools.   The  registration 
as  of  February  26th,  1936  showed  full  time  Art  Day  students  to 
the  number  of  352,  part-time  students  78  or  a  total  of  430, 
In  the  Textile  Day  School  there  are  139  full  time  students,  one 
part-time  student,  making  a  total  of  140. 

Walter  Garfield  Chew,  who  graduated  from  the  School,  has 
written  requesting  a  duplicate  diploma  as  the  original  one  was 
lost. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Principal  was  directed  to 
prepare  such  a  duplicate  diploma,  so  marked,  at  the  end  of  the 
present  scholastic  year. 

The  Principal  announced  that  in  making  a  survey  of  the 
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library  a  number  of  books  were  found  which  were  o  f  no  use 
to  the  students.

The  Principal  announced  that  in  a  competition  sponsored 
by  N.  W.  Ayer  and  Sons  for  a  cover  design  to  be  used  on  their 
school  folder,  out  of  the  three  prizes  offered,  Milton 
Ackoff,  a  student  in  the  Advertising  Design  Course,  won  first 
prize  and  out  of  five  honourable  mentions,  three  were  awarded 
to  students  of  the  school:   Aram  Arstanian,  Lester  Bushman  and 
Joseph  Houseman. 

A  Stage  Model  Competition  was  again  sponsored  by  the 
Philadelphia  Art  Alliance.   This  competition  was  open  to  all 
persons,  professional  and  amateur  and  to  all  colleges  and  schools 
within  a  radius  of  75   miles  of  Philadelphia.   William  Smith, 
a  first  year  student,  won  third  prize  and  first  honourable 
mention  was  awarded  to  Joseph  Sennett,  who  graduated  from  the 
School  last  year.

The  Principal  announced  that  the  final  touches  were  being  made 
in  connection  with  the  Annual  Fashion  Show  to  be  held  next  Tuesdayevening 
and  Wednesday  afternoon  and  evening  .    Tickets  have  been  sent  to  a 
number  of  schools  in  the  outlying  districts  and  to  the  supervisors 
under  Mr.  Dilloway  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Philadelphia.   The  entire 
show,  with  the  exception  of  the  music,  will  be  a   complete  art 
project  of  the  school.   The  Textile  School  has  cooperated  with  the 
Art  School  by  weaving  fabrics  designed  by  the  art  students  to  be  made 
into  costumes. 

The  Southern  Box  Corporation  asked  the  school  for  designs  to  be 
used  for  commercial  packages.   The  company  awarded  three  prizes;  the 
first  prize  went  to  Milton  Ackoff,  the  second,  to  Morris  Berd  and  the 
third  to  George  Roy, 

The  Zoological  Gardens  have  been  most  cooperative  with  the 
School  in  making  it  possible  for  our  students  to  work  under  very 
pleasant  conditions  in  the  Gardens.  Mr.  MacDonald,  Director  of  the 
Zoo,  is  arranging  to  give,  sometime  in  June,  an  "Artists'  Day"  at  the 
Zoo  and  has  asked  the  School  to  take  charge  of  this  Day.  There  will 
be  an  exhibition  of  animal  drawings  which  will  be  hung  in  the 
big  dining  room  of  the  Restaurant.   Various  classes  in  the  School 
will  design  posters  which  will  be  displayed  throughout  the  City, 

The  Principal  was  happy  to  report  that  the  Alumni  of  the  School 
have  been  very  active  this  year.

The  Pageant,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Helen  S,  West,  of  the  faculty,  Herman  Bacharach,  W,  Singerly  Smith 
and  John  Obold,  was  given  with  dignity  and  artistry  and  was  undoubtedly 
one  of  the  most  successful  presentations  given  by  the  Alumni, 


The  Alumni  Dinner  and  Private  Exhibition  will  be  held  April 
25th  with  approximately  175  attending. 

The  Principal  made  a  brief  report  in  connection  with 
the  Annual  Eastern  Arts  Conference  held  in  New  York  City, 

The  Library  of  the  School  has  been  making   notable  strides 
and  now  contains  1744  books.  The  library  has  been  catalogued  and
